Monday,  January  2lRt,  1861. 

The  Senate  met  in  extraordinary  session  in  pursuance  of  the 
Proclamation  of  the  Governor,     The  President  in  the  chair. 

The  roll  of  Senators  being  called,  the  following  Senators 
answered  to  their  names  : 

Messrs.  Britton,  Chambers,  Duggan,  Erath,  Fall,  Grrimes, 
Guinn,  Hart,  Herbert,  Hyde,  Lott,  Martin,  Parsons,  Paschal, 
Potter,  Quinan,  Rains,  Shepard,  Stockdale,  Throckmorton, 
Townes  and  Whaley. 

Quorum  present. 

Mr.  Whaloy  presented  the  credentials  of  S.  A.  Miller,  Senator 
elect  to  fill  the  vacancy  occasioned  in  the  r2th  Senatorial  District 
by  the  resignation  of  Hon.  A.  T.  Rainey.  Whereupon  Mr. 
Miller  tooK  the  oath  of  office  and  his  seat. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Britton,  a  committee  was  appointed  to 
inform  the  House,  that  the  Senate  was  organized  and  ready  to 
proceed  to  business. 

Messrs.  Britton,  Parsons  and  Throckmorton,  were  appointed 
said  committee. 

Mr.  Guinn  announced  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  Engrossing 
Clerk,  of  the  Senate. 

Mr.  Hyde  moved  that  the  Senate  go  into  an  election  for  said 
office — laid  on  the  table. 

Mr.  Guinn  announced  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  Door-keeper 
of  the  Senate. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Lott,  the  Senate  proceeded  to  an  election 
of  Door-koopcr. 

Messrs.  Lott  and  Guinn  were  appoited  tellers. 
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Nominations  being-  in  order,  Mr.  Grimes  nominated  Mr.  Joseph 
Manixuni. 

Jlr.  Krath  nominated  ]\Ir.  William  II.  Wheelock. 

Mr.  Ilains  nominated  Mr.  S.  M.  Cain. 

Mr.  Martin  noininatrd  Mr.  C.  A.  Hopkins. 

On  the  first  ballot,  Mr.  Mangum  received  four  votes,  Mr.  Cuiu 
four  votes,  Mr.  Wheelock  seven  votes,  Mr.  Hopkins  eight. 

No  one  candidate  leaving  reeefved  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast, 
the  Senate  ])roeeedcd  to  a  second  ballot,  when 

Mr.  Mangum  received  one  vote,  i\lr.  Cain  two  votes,  ^Ir, 
"W'lieclock  eleven  votes,  Mr.  Ilopkin.s  eight  votes. 

Tlierc  being  no  election,  the  Senate  proceeded  to  a  third  ballot, 
when 

Mr.  Grimes  withdrew  the  name  of  Mr.  ^langum. 

Mr.  Cain  received  four  votes,  Mr.  Wheelock  ten  votes,  Mr. 
Hopkins  nine  votes. 

There  still  being  no  election  a  fourth  ballot  was  taken  which 
ret^ulted  as  follows: 

Mr.  Cain  received  three  votes,  Mr.  Wheelock  twelve  votes,  Mr. 
Hopkins  eiglit  votes. 

^Ir.  Wheelock  having  received  a  majority  of  the  vot  s  cast, 
was  declared  duly  and  constitutionally  elected  l)()or-kei'pjr  of 
the  Senate,  came  forward  and  took  the  oatli  j)rescribed  by  the 
Coiisiitution. 

A  committee  of  the  House  informed  the  Senate  that  the 
House  was  organizeil  and  ready  to  proceed  to  business. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Hyde,  the  Senate  j)rocecded  to  the  election 
oi  Chaplain. 

Mr.  Lott  nominated  the  Rev.  Mr.  Thomas. 

There  being  no  other  nomination,  on  motion  of  Mr.  iMath, 
Mr.  Thomas  was  declared  elected  by  acclamation. 

Mr.  Hart  nmved  the  appointmei»t  ut'  a  c(»mmittee  to  act  in 
conjunction  witli  a  like  coiiiiiiillee  on  the  part  of  tlu'  House  to 
wait  upon  the  Governor  and  inform  him  ot'  the  organization  of 
})otli  branches  of  the  Legislature,  and  their  readiness  to  receive 
any  communication  he  might  wish  to  make. 

Messrs.  Hart,  Miller  and  Martin  were  appointed  said  commit- 
tee, who  retired  and  after  a  short  absence  reported  that  the 
Governor  would  eonununieate  to  the  two  houses  in  the  Repre- 
sentative Hall  on  to-moirow  at  12  o'clock,  I\I. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Hart  the  Senate  adjourned  until  11  o'clock, 
A.  M  ,  to-morrow. 


Tuesday,  January  22nd,  I8GII 

Senate  met  pursuant  to  adjournment.  Prayer  by  the  Clikp- 
lain — roll  called — quorum  present.  j 

The  journal  of    yesterday  read  and  adopted 

Mr.  Britton  pre.'^ented  the  memoiiul  of  Wm.  IT.  Jones,  ad- 
ministrator of  Lorenzo  de  Zavala.  li;.'ferrcd  to  the  ..omtnitte<3 
on  Public  Debt. 

Mr.  Grimes  presented  the  m'^morial  and  proceedings  of  sun- 
dry citizens  of  Montgomery  county.  Referred  to  cotnmittee  on 
State  A  ft  airs. 

Mr.  Shepard  presented  the  memorial  of  sundry  citizens  of 
Washington  county.  Referred  to  the  committee  on  Military 
Affairs. 

Mr.  Potter  introduced  a  bill  in  relation  to  the  procurement 
of  money  due  by  the  United  States,  to  the  State  of  Texas. 
Read  first  time  ;  rule  suspended,  read  second  time,  Mr.  Throck- 
morton moved  to  refer  to  committee  on  finance.  Lost.  Bill 
then  ordered  to  be  engrossed.  On  motion  of  Mr.  Potter,  rule 
further  suspended,  read  third  time  and  passed. 

Mr.  Throckmorton  introduced  a  bill  to  give  additional  time 
for  holding;  the  courts  in  the  20th  Judicial  District,  and  to  change 
the  time  of  holding  courts  in  certain  counties  in  said  District. 
Read  first  and  second  times  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  tho 
Judiciary. 

Mr.  Potter  introduced  a  bill  for  the  relief  of  Houston  and 
Texas  Central  Railway  Company.  Read  first  and  second  times 
and  referred  to  the  committee  on  Internal  Lnprovements. 

Mr.  Shepard  introduced  a  bill  for  the  relief  of  the  Air  Line 
Railroad  Conijiany.  Read  first  and  second  times  and  referrt;J 
to  the  committee  on  Internal  Improvements. 

]\Ir.  Potter  offered  the  following  resolution  : 

RrsoJvcd,  That  J.  Pat  Henry,' Enrolling  Clerk  of  the  Senate, 
in  addition  to  his  duties  as  such  Enrolling  Clerk,  shall  also  dis- 
charge the  duties  of  and  sign  as  Engrossing  Clerk  of  this  l>ody 
until  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Senate,  an<l  the  S<*cond  Assistant 
Secretary  of  the  Senate  shall  assist  in  the  discharge  of  eaid 
duties.     Adoj)ted. 

Mr.  Lott  offered  the  following  resolution  : 

Resolved,  That  the  Committ^^e  on  Judiciary  be  respectfully 
requested  to  enquire  into  the  expediency  of  passing  a  law  re- 
straining Officers,  and  extending  the  time  for  the  payment  of 
debts,  tfcc.     Adopted. 

The  President  of  the  Senate  announced  that  Senator  Miller 
was  placed  upon  the  committee  on  the  Judiciary,  the  coramittec 
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OD  Finance,  the  comraitlec  on  Public   Debt   and  the  committee 
on  the  Militia 

(hi  njotion  of  Mr.  Brit  ton,  the  Sonate  took  a  recess  until  5 
luuiute*  to  12  o'clock  M. 

The  recess  hiivin};  expired,  (he  Senate  was  called  to  order. 

A  messaj;e  was  received  from  the  House,  informing  the  Senate 
that  the  House  had  j)asscd  a  joint  resolution  repealing  the  joint 
resolution  in  response  to  the  Governor's  message  on  Kansas  aflairs 
approved,  Ftbruarv  17th,  1858,  which,  on  motion  of  Mr.  l*ar- 
KMII.S,  was  taken  up  and  read  tirst  time.  Un  further  motion  of 
Mr.  Parsons,  the  rule  was  susjicnded  and  bill  read  second  time. 
Mr.  Throckmorton  moved  to  refer  the  bill  to  committee  on  State 
affairs.  Lost.  Tlie  question  being  on  the  passage  of  the  bill  to 
a  third  reading,  was  juit  and  carried. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Lolt,  the  rule  was  further  suspended — bill 
read  third  time  and  passed. 

A  committee  from  the  Ilovise  announced  the  lIou.se  in  waiting 
to  receive  the  Senate  for  the  purpose  of  hearing  the  message  of 
the  Governor. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Potter,  the  Senate  proceeded  to  the  Re})re- 
Bcntalive  Hall. 

IN  JOINT   SESSION. 

lloU  called — quorum  jnesent.  The  message  of  the  Governor 
was  then  read,  and  is  as  follows  : 

EXKCUTIVK    DErAUTMCNT,         ) 

Austin,  January  21,  IStil.  j 
Gentlbmen  of  Tin:  Senatk 

AND    IIOUSK    OF    RlirRESENTATlVKS  : 

You  have  been  convened  in  extra  session,  in  view  of  the  un- 
settled condition  of  our  national  alfaiis,  the  continued  invasion 
of  our  frontier  by  Indians  and  the  embarrassed  condition  of  the 
Treasury.  To  tliese  subjects  alone,  your  intention  will  be  invi- 
ted ;  and  it  is  hoped  that  only  those  which  are  incident  to  these 
will  meet  your  consiileration. 

The  defence  of  the  State  being  a  paramount  object,  the  E.Kec- 
utive  will  first  press  the  necessity  uf  [)roviding  for  the  same  upon 
your  consideration. 

When  the  Executive  carae  into  office,  the  frontier  was  entire- 
ly un.;u:ird<'d  except  by  the  Federal  troops.  The  Indians  unre- 
strained by  tiie  j)resenee  of  rangers,  (embraced  the  favorable 
ojiportunity,  ami  gained  a  foot-iiold  in  the  country  ;  and  ere  their 
presence  was  known,  and  means  could  be  adopteil  to  repel  them, 
commenced  a  series  of  depredations,  which  struck  terror  to  the 
settlements.     Their  savaire  work  was  not  confined  to  the  frontier 


alone  ;  but  extended  to  coimties  within  nfty  miles  of  the  Capi- 
tol. Although  not  apprized  of  this  state  of  things,  the  Execu- 
tive had  made  such  p/ovisions  for  the  defence  of  the  fnmtier  as 
seemed  necessarj'.  On  the  2Gth  of  December,  a  few  days  after 
his  inauguration,  an  order  was  issued  to  Captain  W.  C.  Dalrym- 
ple,  of  Williamson  county,  to  raise  a  company  of  60  men,  rank 
and  file.  This  was  followed  by  orders  of  the  same  character  to 
Capt.  Ed.  Burleson,  of  Hays,  and  to  Capt.  John  H.  Conner,  of 
Travis,  on  the  4th  and  13th  of  January.  These  companies  were 
ordered  to  such  points  as  would  enable  them  to  carry  our  the  or- 
ders given  thiMu  to  -'give  the  greatest  amount  of  protection  tu 
the  frontier  inhabitants." 

Had  the  frontier  not  been  entirely  abandoned  to  the  Indians 
for  months  previous  to  his  inauguration,  these  companies  would 
have  sufficed  to  prevent  any  concerted  and  extensive  movement 
against  the  settlements,  on  the  part  of  the  Indians  ;  but  they 
were  already  secreted  in  the  country.  Intelligence  having  reach- 
ed the  Executive,  that  numerous  small  parlies  of  In<lians  were 
ravaging  the  line  of  settlements  beyond  Bell  county,  but  yet  not 
on  the  extreme  frontier  ;  orders  were  issued  on  the  13th  of  Feb- 
ruary, to  Lieut.  White,  of  Bell,  Salmon  of  Bosque,  and  Walk- 
er, of  Erath  county,  to  raise  each,  a  detachment  of  twenty-five 
men,  to  range  in,  and  give  defence  to  the  countios  of  Corvf^ll, 
Hamilton,  Comanche,  Erath,  Eastland  and  Palo  Pinto.  These 
detachments  were  soon  in  the  field,  with  orders  to  exercise  every 
energy  to  give  the  frontier  protection  and  security. 

Authentic  accounts  of  depredations  still  coming  in,  the  Exec- 
utive, on  the  21nd  of  February,  sent  to  the  various  frontier  coun- 
ties, a  letter  authorizing  the  citizens  of  each  county  to  raise  a 
minute  company  ot  not  more  than  twenty  men,  who  should  look 
to  the  next  Legislature  for  payment  ;  and  to  more  eflfectually 
ensure  the  presence  of  these  minute  companies  in  the  field,  a 
general  order  was  issued  on  the  9th  of  March,  by  which  the  Chief 
Justice  of  each  county  was  instruct^'d  to  organize  immediately,  a 
minute  company  of  fifteen  men,  to  whom  the  following  orders 
were  given  : 

"The  detachments  will  immediately  take  the  fiold,  and  enter 
upon  active  scouts,  aflV)rding  protection  to  the  inhabitants  of 
their  respective  c(»untics.  When  an  Indian  trail  is  found,  it 
must  be  dili^^ontly  followed,  and  if  the  sign  indicatos  a  larger 
party  of  Indians  than  he  is  abb?  ta  cope  with,  he  will  call  not 
excec<ling  ton  men  to  his  aid." 

The  Lieutenant  commanding  each  detachment  or  minute  com- 
pany, was  authorized  to  purchase   necessary  sujiplies,  and  where 
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it  was   possible  to  do  so,  they  were  sent  forward  by  the  Execu- 
tive, 

Under  this  ordor,  minute  corn;)auios  of  fifteen  men  each,  were 
mustered  into  service  in  the  followinj:^  counties  :

Nelson,  B>sque;  Lieut.  Gentry,  llamiltou  ;  L-eut.  Font  lo 
Koy,  Coryell  ;  Lieut.  Cowan,  Llano  ;  Lieut.  Wood,  San  Saba, 
Lieut.  Huf^hes,  Lampasas  ;  Lieut.  Lewis,  Mason  ;  Lieut.  O'llair, 
Burnet ;  Lieut.  Franzelin,  Gillespie  ;  Lieut.  B  ilentyno,  Ban- 
dera ;  Lieut.  McFaddcn,  Kerr  ;  Lieut.  Kennedy,  Uvalde  ;  Lieut. 
Patton,  Blan<'o  ;  Lieut.  Brown,  Bjxar  ;  Lieut.  Watkins,  Medi- 
ua  ,  Lieut.  Ragsdale,  Frio. 

In  addition  to  putting  this  force  of  minute  men  in  the  field, 
the  Executive,  in  order  to  enable  the  frontier  citizens  to  more 
successfully  defend  themselves,  ]»urcliased  and  distributed  ihronnh 
the  frontier  counties,  one  hundred  Colt's  Revolvers,  which,  with 
a  number  of  revolvers,  rifles  and  muskets,  were  sent  forward. — 
Ammunition  was  also  supplied  to  tlie  minnte  companies. 

To  provide  for  the  defence  of  the  settlements  beyond  San  An- 
tonio, an  order  was  issued  on  the  5th  of  March,  to  Capt.  Peter 
Tomlin><iin,  of  Atascosa  county,  to  raise  for ty-eiii;ht  men,  to  whom 
•were  assigned  the  range  between  the  Frio  and  the  Kio  Grande, 
('aptain  Tomlinsou  was  mustered  into  service  on  the  20th  of 
March. 

It  will  thus  be  seen,  that  up  to  this  ])criod,  the  Executive  had 
called  into  service  a  ranging  force  of  720  men,  whicli  might  be 
increased  upon  an  emergency  to  950.  The  greater  part  of  this 
force  was  then  in  active  service  ;  and  as  a  result,  tlie  Indians  dis- 
appearcil  from  thr*  settlements.  The  monthly  rep  )rts  of  the  olli- 
iiers  commanding  the  minute  men,  now  on  lile  in  the  Executive 
olfice,  attest  this  fact.  The  minute  companies  of  fifteen  men  wero 
kept  in  service  until  the  ISth  of  May,  when  there  being  no  lon- 
gv?r  a  pressing  n.3cessity  for  tiieir  presence  in  th^  field,  they  were 
disbanl'?.!,  subject  to  be  called  out  at  any  moment,  by  order  of 
the  Chief  Justice  of  their  county. 

Before,  however,  these  forces  could  be  brought  to  bear  on  the 
settlements,  many  murders  had  been  committed  and  a  largo 
number  of  horses  stolen.  With  a  view  of  avenging  these  out- 
rages and  the  recovery  of  thi>  jtroperty  of  our  citizens,  the  Exec- 
utive determined  to  send  against  the  Indians  a  force  sudicient 
to  discover  their  hiding  ])laces,  and  accomplish  these  objects.  It 
has  long  been  the  opinion  of  the  Exi'cutive,  that  the  horses  sto- 


len  from  ns  arc  honied  at  some  central  point  between  our  sctfle- 
ments  and  the  trading;  posts  whore  they  are  sold  ;  and  that  from 
this  point,  Rtoalin<jj  ])artio.s  strike  for  our  scttlctncnts,  loMvittg 
others  in  char<2:e  of  the  animals  already  taken.  To  punish  those 
Indians  as  well  as  to  ferret  out  the  parties  who  purchase  our 
horses  from  them,  required  an  able  force,  and  was  a  work  requir- 
ing much  time  and  privation.  The  duty  of  raising  troops  for 
this  expedition,  was  assigned  to  Col.  M.  T.  Johnson,  ot  Tarrant 
county,  to  whom  was  issued  orders  on  the  17th  of  March,  to 
raise  a  sufficient  number  of  mounted  Ranjjors,  to  "  repel,  j)ursue 
and  punish  the  Indians  now  ravaging  tiie  North  and  North-west- 
ern settlements  of  Texas,  with  full  liberty  to  disposi^  of  the  force 
under  your  (his)  command  at  your  (his)  discretion." 

In  i)ursuance  of  this  order,  Cnl.  Johnson  raised  five  companies 
of  Rangers  of  83  men,  commanded  by  Capts.  Smith,  of  McLen- 
nan ;  Darnell,  of  Dallas  ;  Woods,  of  Fannin  ;  Fitzhugh,  of  Col- 
lin, and  Johnson,  oi  Tarrant.  These  rendezvoused  at  F«jrt  Bel- 
knap, where  they  were  joined  by  the  two  companies  under  com- 
mand of  Capts.  Ed.  Burleson  and  W.  C.  Dalrymplo,  and  on  the 
23d  of  May  the  expedition  stnrted  for  the  Indian  country. 

The  several  reports  of  Col.  Johnson  to  be  submitted,  will 
furnish  a  full  statement  of  the  progress  of  the  expedition,  A 
portion  of  the  troops  were  ordered  back  by  Col.  Johnson  from 
Old  Fort  Radsrainske  the  30th  of  July.  The  others  penetrated 
the  Indian  country  beyond  the  line  of  Kansas,  and  after  endur- 
ing many  privations,  returned  to  Fort  Belknap  where  they  were 
disbandi'd  l)y  order  of  the  Executive. 

Although  no  Indian  depredations  were  at  that  time  reported, 
the  Executive,  to  guard  against  their  rejtetition,  ordered  Capt. 
L.  S.  Ross  to  McLennan,  on  the  11th  of  September,  to  raise  a 
company  of  70  men  and  to  take  his  station  beyond  Fort  Belknap, 
where  he  arrived  on  the  17th  of  October. 

On  the  <3th  of  December,  infjrmati.-n  reached  the  Executive 
of  the  most  appalling  outrages  committed  by  the  Indians  in  Jack 
and  Parker  coimties.  Orders  were  immediately  sent  forward  to 
Capts.  Thos.  Stocton,  of  Young,  and  James  Barry,  of  Bosque 
county,  to  raise  each  24  men  and  proceed  to  co-operate  with 
Capt.  Ross  in  protecting  the  settlements.  These  troops  did  not 
then  enter  the  service  ;  but  on  the  17th  of  December,  an  order 
was  issued  to  Capt.  A.  B.  Biirleson  to  raise  70  men,  which  was 
followed  by  orders  to  Ca[it.  E.  W.  Rogers,  of  Ellis,  on  the  2Gth 
of  December,  an<l  to  Capt.  Thomas  Harrison,  of  McLennan,  on 
the  2nd  of  January,  to  raise  each  70  men,  all  of  whom  have  now 
gone  forward  to  Fort  Belknap,  where  Col.  W.  C.  Dalrytnple,  of

Williamson  county,  acting  under  commission,  as  Aid  de  Camp 
to  the  Executive,  has  been  ordered  to  repair,  to  effect  an  organi- 
zation of  the  troops  and  to  devise  means  for  their  efliciency. 

It  alTtrds  the  Executive  pleasure  to  state  that  the  Indians  who 
commit ti.'d  the  hite  doprodations  in  Jack  and  Parker  counties, 
have  Ik'c:i  overtakci^ind  killed  by  a  force  under  command  of 
Captain  Ross,  whose  report  will  be  submitted. 

The  Ex'icutive,  to  support  and  render  ellioient  the  force  which 
he  has  had  from  time  to  time  in  the  field,  has  had  no  money  at 
his  command  except  the  University  Fund,  amounting  to  3106,- 
0i)2  2G,  which  was  by  special  act  of  the  Legislature  authorized 
to  be  used  for  purposes  of  Frontier  def-nce.  It  was  iiis  ojunion 
that  the  Legislature  intended  that  this  fund  should  be  used 
alone  for  the  defence  of  the  Indian  frontier  and  not  for  the  pay- 
ment of  claims  on  account  of  the  war  upon  the  Rio  Grande.  The 
troubles  U[)on  the  Rio  Grande,  although  speedily  settled  after 
the  arrival  of  the  Commissione  s  sent  by  the  Executive,  cost  the 
State  an  amount  far  beyond  the  estimate  of  the  Legislature,  and 
when  claims  were  presented  for  supplies  furnished  troops,  the 
Executive  did  not  believe  the  money  should  be  drawn  from  the 
University  Fund  and  ex|)ressed  his  views  in  that  respect  to  the 
Comjif  roller.  That  fund  wus  the  sole  dependence  of  the  E.xecu- 
five  for  the  purchase  of  suj)plies  to  keep  troojts  in  the  field.  A 
considerable  sum  was  j)aid,  however,  frOm  the  funil  for  debts 
contnicted  during  the  Kio  Grande  war.  This  reduced  the 
amount  which  might  be  used  to  defend  the  frontier  to  §7(>,937,- 
73,  which  has  b.^'U  exhausted.  The  Executive  however,  kept 
troops  continu  illy  in  the  field  and  until  the  pn^sent  time  sup- 
plied tliein,  with  the  exce[)tion  <)(  the  minute  companies  called 
out  in  each  county.  Not  a  ilollar  has  been  at  his  command  for 
months.  Deprived  of  money  to  ])urchase  supplies  and  with  tin? 
fact  before  him  that  Treasury  Warrants  were  already  selling  at 
a  heavy  discount,  the  Executive  mi:,dit  well  have  thrown  upon 
others  the  responsibility  of  aboudoniiig  the  frontier  and  left  the 
puopl(!  to  (b'ft'nd  themstdves.  But  neither  this,  nor  the  fact  that 
m.my  have  continually  denounced  and  misrepresented  his  elforts 
made  in  behalf  of  the  frontier,  have  caused  him  to  forego  his  ex- 
ertions. On  the  contrary,  they  have  been  redoubled.  At  such 
periods,  a  man  true  to  the  obligatit)ns  of  his  station  and  the  in- 
stincts of  huminity,  shouUI  alike  rise  sui)3rior  to  the  obstacles 
impou  ling  his  p:itii\vay  aiwl  the  i)etty  considerations  of  chagrin 
and  disappointment,  at  the  conduct  of  those  who  maligned  and 
censured  him  ;  and  it  is  a  satisfaction  to  the  Executive  now  to 
knjw,  that  the  first  who  hive  received  the  undoubted  evidences 
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of  the  determination  and  the  ability  of  the  troops  sent  forward 
by  him,  to  defend  them,  aro  those  who  h  ivc  biicn  foremost  ia 
their  clForts  to  thwart  liis  endeavors.  Finding  that  it  was  im- 
possible to  purchase  any  adequate  amount  of  supplies  on  the 
credit  of  the  State,  the  Executive  in  two  commuuications  dated 
the  8th  of  November  and  7th  of  January,  sugj^ested  to  the  State 
Treasurer,  the  propriety  of  using  for  i)urposcs  of  frontier  deft'nce, 
the  amount  in  the  Treasury  on  account  of  University  Land 
sales  ;  but  the  opinion  of  that  officer  was  adverse  to  the  propo- 
sition, and  that  fund  amounting  to  ^34,708  14  still  remains  ia 
the  Treasury. 

The  Executive,  believing  that  the  Legislature  would  not 
repudiate  a  pledge  made  under  such  circumstances,  procured 
ot  Mr.  S.  M.  Swenson,  two  months  supjdy  of  rations,  with  a 
guarantee  that  the  same  should  be  paid  as  soon  as  your  honor- 
able body  met.  This  supi)ly  will  be  exhausted  by  the  time 
more  can  be  sent  forward,  and  to  your  earnest  consideration  the 
matter  is  commended. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  plain  statement  of  facts  given  above, 
that  from  the  time  of  his  inauguration,  up  to  the  present  time, 
the  Executive  has  devoted  all  the  energies  at  his  command  to 
the  defense  of  the  frontier.  He  has  called  into  service  a  num- 
ber of  the  most  experienced  ranging  officers  in  the  State  and 
given  them  troops  obtained  in  counties  capable  of  furnishing 
the  best  Indian  lighters  in  the  world.  Not  only  in  the  number, 
but  in  the  equipment  of  the  troops,  the  means  he  has  adopted 
for  frontier  defense  have  been  adequate  to  more  than  the  reason- 
able expectation  of  the  country.  Besides  these,  he  has  jirovided 
every  county  with  a  minute  company  for  its  own  defense,  formed 
of  its  own  citizens.  It  these  endeavors  have  not  sufficed  to 
protect  the  country,  no  exertions  which  he  couid  have  made, 
would  have  done  so. 

In  March  last,  the  Executive  tended  to  the  Secretary  of  War 
of  the  United  States,  5000  Texian  volunteers  to  aid  in  defense 
of  the  frontier.  The  offer  was  declined.  ElTorts  have  been 
made  to  induce  Congress  to  pass  a  bill  authorizing  the  calling 
of  such  a  force  into  the  lield  ;  but  they  have  been  thus  far 
unsuccessful.  The  Federal  Government  has,  however,  from 
time  to  time  sent  re-inforcements  of  the  regular  army  to  Texas, 
until  tlie  entire  force  on  our  border  comprises  about  one-fifth  of 
our  entire  army.  These  prevent  the  invasion  of  our  soil  of  any 
numerous  body  of  Indians,  and  occasionally  intercept  small 
stealing  parties  ;  but  to  entirely  check  the  latter,  a  more  active 
force  is  necessary,  which  should  be  constantly  employed  in 
scouting  the  countrj'. 
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Th"  TT>'!i<ia  act  p.xR«etl  by  the  last  Le^cislftture  was  found  by 
th-  vo  to  contain  conflictinj^  pnn'i?ions,  which  jirevcntod 

iU  t  in  operation.     The  n('cc;ssity  ot'  ri'iKioiiiiL^  it  entirely 

pr.i  is  respectfully  presenti'd  to  the  Lej^islature. 

A'  •:  II  i;;  to  the  estimates  niaJe,  which  were  laid  before  the 
L<»pi^l«lun',  the  onliniiry  expenses  of  j^overntnent  exceeded  per 
annum  ihcamnunt  received  from  revenue. 

Tlu'  extraordinary  expense  nrisini;  from  the  constructi<in  of 
tlie  Ins^me  Asylum  and  other  eatises,  as  well  as  the  balances  duo 
from  ft)rmer  years'  have  preatly  increased  this  deficiency,  and 
as  a  consequence,  the  Treasury  is  now  without  means  to  defray 
the  expenses  of  jj^overnment  f  »r  the  jiresent  year. 

Tlie  Kxecutive  has  endi^avo'-ed,  s)  fir  as  th «  law  r^ive  him 
contr<d.  to  reduce  the  exjjenditurcs  of  Government  to  an  econo- 
niicjil  basis  ;  but  his  i)ower  is  extreinely  limited,  and  his 
endeavors  in  this  respect  have  of  course  been  governed  by  the 
appropriations  made  by  the  Legislature. 

The  Executive  deemed  it  his  duty  on  the  8th  of  February, 
1860,  to  send  a  special  me8sa_[;e  to  the  Lej^islature,  showiti;^  tho 
c<»ndition  of  the  Treasury,  and  ur::;in;j;  the  ad')ptii»n  of  such 
nu-a-^ures  as  would  prevent  its  embarrassmiMit.  Tliere  renuiiied 
in  the  Treasury,  on  the  1st  day  of  February,  but  $21D,000, 
a^inst  which  stood  the  amount  due  on  account  of  aj»propria- 
tioiJB  midi?  by  the  present  and  jirevious  L^ixi'^l^itures,  estimated 
at  $!.'>')S.r>S2"74.  To  show  the  raoid  depleti  »n  which  followed, 
it  may  be  stateil  th;it  the  State  Treasurer,  on  the  1.3th  of  Feb- 
ruary, reported  but  §232,003  21  in  the  Treasury,  which  included 
the  University  Fund,  amounting  Jo  $109,472  20.  There  was 
therefore,  to  sustain  the  civil  list,  but  8123,430  O,!.  The 
biibince  still  due  on  apjiropriatioiis  were  to  be  ])aid,  and  the 
(^overntnent  to  be  sustained  until  the  whole  revenne  Cimic  in, 
which  was  estimated  by  the  Comptroller  to  be  §343.4471)5. 

In  presentin;:^  the  condition  of  the  Treasury  to  your  honorable 
l>ody,  the  Executive  ur<^ed  the  necessity  of  increased  taxation. 
The  Lej^islature,  however,  did  not  second  his  views,  and  an  act 
was  passed  in  lieu  thereof,  jtrovidiiii^  for  the  jiayment  of  inter- 
est on  treasury  warrants.  Much  dillitulty  was  experienced  in 
putting;  this  act  into  o]ieration,  and  the  Comptroller  did  not 
consent  until  the  1st  of  June,  to  issue  the  warrants.  Since  that 
pcriml  they  have  been  issued  for  all  claims  for  ranp^ers  pay,  and 
since  the  University  Fun  1  has  been  exhausted,  for  other  claims 
connected  with  the  frontier  service,  where  parties  would  take 
them. 

No  one  could   have   more   regretted  the  delay  in  putting  this 


law  into  execution,  than  the  Executive,  It  was  a  measure  cal- 
culated to  sustain  the  faith  ami  credit  of  tlie  State  ;  and  it  has 
done  HO  to  a  material  extent.  The  warrants  were  purchased  at 
from  85  to  95  cents  on  the  dollar,  the  purchasers  relyini^  for 
payment  on  the  collection  of  the  money  due  by  tlie  Federal 
Government  to  Texas,  for  expenses  incurred  in  defending  the 
frontier  ;  and  it  was  not  until  the  ))rospect  of  obtaining  that 
money  was  understood  to  be  uncertain,  that  they  depreciated  to 
any  great  extent-  At  present  there  is  scarcely  any  demand  for 
them,  even  at  a  ruinous  discount. 

The  Legislature  will  at  once  see  the  necessity  of  providing 
means  for  the  redemption  of  the  warrants,  with  the  interest. 
Not  only  the  holders  of  those  already  issued,  but  a  large  num- 
ber of  rangers  yet  to  be  paid,  have  a  right  to  expect  that  the 
pul)lic  faitli  shall  be  maintained.  The  Legislature  should  see 
t(j  it,  that  the  brave  men  who  have,  regardless  of  privation  and 
danger  gone  to  the  defence  of  the  frontier,  are  not  deprived  of 
the  pay  justly  due  them.  They  have  already  been  compelled  to 
yield  a  considerable  portion  to  obtain  money  to  mieet  their 
necessities.  Many  are  yet  holding  their  warrants  in  the  hope 
that  justice  Avill  be  done  them.  Those  yet  to  be  paid,  look 
alike,  to  the  Legislature.  Those  now  in  the  field  will  be  stimu- 
lated to  greater  efibrts  in  behalf  of  the  frontier,  if  they  find  that 
their  zeal  and  courage  is  appreciated  and  provision  is  made  to 
recompense  their  toil. 

The  Executive  regrets  to  be  compelled  to  inform  the  Legis- 
lature, that  none  of  the  money  appropriated  by  the  United 
States  Congress,  to  reimburse  the  State,  lor  expenses  incurred 
in  defending  the  frontier  against  Indians,  has  yet  been  obtained. 
There  was  appropriated,  by  act  of  Congress,  of  March  3,  1859, 
the  sum  of  .$.5.3,000,  and  on  the  21st  June,  1860,  the  sum  of 
^12.3,444  51,  for  this  purpose.  No  steps  had  been  taken  f^r  the 
collection  of  the  amount  due  on  the  first  appropriation,  when 
the  present  Executive  came  into  office.  On  the  16th  o(  March, 
1860,  instructions  were  sent  to  the  Comptroller,  to  forward  to 
the  War  Department  at  Washington,  duplicate  cojaes  of  the 
muster  rolls,  vouchers,  &c.,  necessery  to  obtJiin  the  amount  paiil 
by  the  Stat<^  for  the  services  of  six  companies  of  rangers,  called 
into  service  by  Gen.  Persifer  F.  Smith,  in  1S54,  provided  for  by 
act  of  Congress  of  March  .3,  1859. 

The  Comptroller  declined  to  send  the  vouchers  necessary  to 
secure  the  collection  of  the  amount.  It  wa.**  the  intention  of 
the  Executive  to  s(»]icit  the  sorvices  of  one  or  more  of  our  mem- 
bers ol  Congress,  then  at  Washington,  in  the   settlement  of  our 
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Rnd  whon  the  nmonnt  due  the  State  was  ascertained, 
to^btAinU.  S.  Trwistiry  drafts,  which  could  have  been  cashed 
Imi«  by  the  Comptroller  at  par.  and  thus  all  the  cxjionsos  of  a 
fipiTial  afjont  would  have  been  avoided.  The  Executive,  a<rain, 
on  the  ilth  of  October,  requested  that  the  vouchers  for  the  whole 
claim,  Ikj  forward e<i  at  as  early  a  day  as  practicable,  the  Comp- 
troller having  informed  him  that  they  were  ready  for  transmis- 
fion. 

On  the  3nl  of  Nov(»mber,  desiriufij  to  facilitate  and  hasten  the 
colleotion  of  this  amoimt,  tlie  Kxecutivo  notified  the  Comptrol- 
ler of  his  intention  to  ap])oint  Geo.  J.  Durham,  Esq.,  chief  clerk 
of  the  Comptroller's  ofli(?e,  as  agent  to  bear  the  muster  rolls, 
vouchers,  &c.,  to  Washington,  and  to  attend  to  the  collection 
of  the  claim.  On  the  r)th  of  November  a  communication  was 
received  from  the  Comptroller,  declining  to  ])lacc  the  j^apers  in 
the  hands  <tf  Mr.  Durham,  and  on  the  28th  November,  Mr. 
Durham  declined  to  accept  the  appointment,  which  iu  the 
lueantime  had  l)een  tendered  him. 

The  only  obstacle  in  the  way  of  the  prompt  collection  of  the 
amount  has  been  the  fact,  that  the  vouchers  have  not  been 
placed  in  the  possession  of  the  War  Department.  Until  this 
u  done  the  money  cannot  be  obtained.  The  vouchers  are  in 
the  possession  ot  the  Comptroller,  and  it  has  been  in  his  power 
at  any  time  to  transmit  them  either  in  person,  or  by  some  safe 
hand  to  the  Secretary  of  War.  When  the  claim  has  progressed 
thus  far  toward  a  settlement,  the  Executive  will  direct  his 
endeavors  t(jwards  securing  all  that  may  be  justly  due  the 
Btate. 

It  is  also  ])roper  to  state  that  since  the  letter  to  the  Comp- 
troller of  Octfdx-r  hvst,  stating  that  the  muster  rolls,  &c.,  were 
ready  f<4r  transmission  to  Washington,  the  P^xecutive  has  been 
noti(ic(l  that  live  of  the  rolls,  representing  about  $40,000  of  the 
amount  du<*,  an*  lost. 

An  r.vamiintion  of  the  facts  presented,  will  furnish  the  Legis- 
lature the  data  upon  which  to  base  their  action  in  reference  to 
future  operations  of  the  Treasury.  It  will  be  seen  that  there  is 
already  a  defect  in  the  revenue  necessary  to  meet  the  civil 
expenditures.  The  ordinary  expenses  of  the  Government  until 
the  ta.<eH  come  iu  in  June,  will  be  about  $30,000  ])er  month. 
The  defecit  already  existing  added  to  this  amount  will  consume 
the  entire  amount  then  received,  and  leave  the  government 
totallv  »inprovide»l  fur  for  another  year.  Not  only  this  is  to  be 
providi'd  for,  but  the  treasury  warrants  now  in  circulation  are  to 
bo  paid,  as  well  as  those  liangcrs  who  have  been  and  are  uow  iu 
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service  ;  and  means  are  to  be  provided  for  the  future  defense  of 
the  frontier.  jk 

From  the  Report  of  the  Comptroller,  hereunto  appended,  and 
made  a  part  of  this  message,  it  will  be  seen  that  from  the  21st 
of  December,  1851),  to  the  19th  of  January,  1861,  there  had 
been  paid  out  from  the  Treasurj'  in  cash,  the  sum  of  ^703,394  65, 
and  that  ten  percent  Treasury  warrants  had  been  issued,  amoun- 
ting to  ^129,556  99,  making  a  total  of  §892,951  64.  Of  this 
amount  th(^re  was  expended

This  entire  amount  was  paid  upon  expenses  ordinary  and  ex- 
traordinary, incurred  prior  to  the  commencement  of  the  term  of 
the  present  Executive,  excepting  a  portion  of  the  amount  paid 
for  expenses  of  the  Legislature.  Of  the  balance,  $446,495  83, 
a  considerable  portion  is  of  the  same  character,  or  for  special  ap- 
propriations not  included  in  the  ordinary  appropriations  of  Gov- 
ernment. It  will  be  seen  that  the  entire  amount  of  money  used 
by  the  Exfcutive  for  the  defence  of  the  frontier,  is  $76,937  73, 
and  that  the  entire  amount  of  warrants  issued  for  the  same  ser- 
vice is  362,843  39,  making  a  total  of  $139,781  03.  Deducting 
this  from  the  above  $446,455  82,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  amount 
expended  in  the  past  yr^ir  for  the  ordinary  expenses  of  Govern- 
ment, including  such  special  appropriations  and  amounts  due  as 
are  not  enumerated  above,  was  $306,674  71.

It  is  the  opinion  of  the   Executive,   that   the  estimate  made, 
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jij-  r  the  entire  iinUbtoilncss  on  account  of  fron- 

li,..  jiost  year.      Tli^ntirc  operations  have  been 

oondiict'Oil  with  the  strictest  economy.  The  troo]»s  liave  been 
supplied  u|xm  contract  at  exceeding;  low  rates,  and  all  olHcers 
held  to  a  strict  accountability.  When  the  nuuber  of  men  kept 
in  tin*  li«'M,  and  the  distant  points  to  which  supplies  have  been 
wnl  are  considernl,  the  entire  cost  is  not  great.  The  expense  of 
keeping;  a  rfgiincnt  in  the  iield  one  year,  was  estimated  by  the 
O.niptP.llor  to  be  30O:3,(KM). 

Should  a  contingency  arise  by  which  the  Federal  army  will 
bo  disbanded,  and  the  Indians  now  und<'.r  treaty  stijiulations  with 
the  Federal  Government,  and  controlled  by  them,  be  turned 
loose,  large  ai)])ropriations  will  bo  necessary  lor  the  d<'fence  of 
our  frontier.  liut  should  the  present  state  (»f  things  continue, 
it  will  be  necessary  to  maintain  a  force  of  rang^^rs  in  the  field. 
The  frontier  must  be  defended  in  any  event,  and  it  is  nt)t  improb- 
able that  the  financial  difliculties  already  attending  the  Gov- 
oinment,  will  be. felt  in  the  Imlian  ])epartnunt,  and  there  may 
Ik*  failures  in  carrying  out  the  treaties  with  the  Indians.  Trouble 
will  ensue  murh  of  which  will  be  felt  by  our  border.  The 
Executive  would  therefore  ])resent  the  following  estimates  to 
sustain  the  Government  the  present  year,  and  to  meet  defic- 
iences  :

The  ])eculiar  attitude  of  our  relations  with  the  Federal  Gov- 

ernujcnt    will,   I    trust,    comnianil  the  earnest  attention  of  the 

Legislature.      While  the   proud   structure  of  Government,  built 

by  our  fathers,   seems  tottering  to  ruin,  and  some  of  its  pillars 
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are  already  torn  loose  by  the  hand  of  internal  dissension,  we 
may  not  alone  contemjilate  the  scene  and  await  its  total  down- 
fall. Aspaitsyetof  that  structure,  the  solemn  duty  presses 
upon  us  to  prove  faithful  to  the  trust  imposed  by  the  patiiots 
and  sacjes  of  the  past,  and  to  restore  it  to  its  original  pride  and 
grandeur  if  we  can  ;  and  if  we  cannot,  to  see  that  our  own  liber- 
ties perish  not  beneath  its  ruins. 

The  election  of  the  Black  Republican  candidates  to  the  Presi- 
dency has  involved  the  issue  of  the  pc^manency  of  the  Govern- 
ment, upon  the  basis  laid  down  by  its  founders.  The  principles 
of  their  party,  as  developed  in  the  passage  of  laws  in  many  of 
the  States,  subversive  of  onr  rights  and  in  continual  aggressions 
upon  our  institutions,  have  at  last  obtained  a  foothold  on  the 
Government  itself  The  struggle  has  been  long,  and  the  en- 
croachment gradual,  and  at  last,  through  our  own  folly  and  dis- 
sension alone,  has  resulted  in  placing  one  Department  of  the 
Governnyiut  in  the  hands  of  those  who  have  aggressed  upon  us. 
The  question  presses  itself  upon  our  consideration,  whether  tis 
best  to  abandon  the  Government  and  acknowlwlge  that  our  Con- 
stitution is  a  failure,  or  to  maintain  in  the  Union  avery  consti- 
tutional right  guaranteed  to  us. 

The  grievances  of  which  we  complain  have  thus  far  originated 
with  the  States,  and  not  with  the  Federal  Government.  They 
have,  disregarding  their  constitutional  obligations,  interposed  to 
obstruct  the  Federal  Government  in  its  efforts  to  administer  the 
the  Government  in  accordance  with  the  Constitution ;  and  -though 
the  Government  has  not  in  all  cases  been  successful  in  its  efforts 
in  our  behalf,  yot  there  has  been  no  lack  of  willingness  on  its 
part.  The  prospect,  however,  of  the  Government  going  into  the 
hands  of  a  party,  whose  disregard  of  the  Constitution  is  its  sole 
bond  of  union,  leads  to  the  belief  that  E'ederal  aggression  is  inevi- 
table, unless  such  means  are  adopted  as  will  not  only  restrain  the 
dominant  party  within  the  bounds  of  the  Constitution,  but  lead 
it  to  abandon  all  designs  of  perverting  the  powers  of  Govern- 
ment to  serve  its  unconstitutional  aims. 

Were  Governments  formed  in  an  hour  and  human  liberty  the 
natural  result  of  revolution,  less  responsibility  would  attach  to 
118  as  wc  consider  the  momentous  question  before  us.  A  long 
struggle,  amid  bloodshed  and  privation  secured  the  liberty  which 
has  l)een  our  ])oast  for  three-quartors  of  a  century.  Wisdom, 
patriotism,  and  the  noble  concessions  of  great  minds,  framed  our 
Constitution.  Long  centuries  of  heroic  strife  attest  the  progress 
of  freedom  to  their  culminating  point.  Ere  the  work  of  centu- 
ries is  nndono,  and  freedom  shorn  of  her  victorious  garments,  is 
2-S 
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utart'ed  out  once  a^niin  on  her  wmry  jiilgrlmafxo,  lioping  to  find 
aft-er  ccnturii'S  Ijavc  nassed  jiway  autj^her  dwelling  place,  it  is  not 
unniiinlv  to  pause  and  at  least  endeavor  to  avert  the  calamity. 

Th«'  Kxitutive  feels  as  deeply  as  any  of  your  honorable  body, 
the  n<''rssitv  for  stich  action  on  the  part  of  the  slaveholding 
8t^it<'s  a«  will  secure  to  the  fullest  extent  every  right  they  pos- 
sess. Self-preservation,  if  nut  a  manly  love  of  liberty  insjiired 
bv  our  past  history,  jironipts  this  determination.  But  he  cannot 
lend  that  these  dictate  hasty  and  unconcerted  action,  nor  can  he 
rt»c(»ncile  to  his  mind  the  idea  that  our  safety  demamls  an  imme- 
diate separation  fmm  the  (rovernment,  ere  we  have*  stated  our 
grievances  or  demanded  redress  A  high  resolve  to  maintain  our 
constitutional  rights,  and  failing  to  obtain  them,  to  risk  the 
wriis  of  revolution,  even  as  our  fathers  risked  it,  should,  in  my 
opinion,  actuate  every  citizen  of  Texas;  but  we  should  remem- 
Iht  that  we  owe  duties  and  obligations  to  States  having  rights 
in  c<»mmi)n  with  us,  and  whose  institutions  are  the  suu)^'  as  ours. 
No  aggression  can  come  U]»on  us  which  will  not  be  visited  Ujion 
them,  and  whatever  our  action  may  be,  it  sIkjuM  be  of  that  cha- 
racter which  will  bear  us  blameless  to  posterity,  should  the  step 
U*  fatal  to  the  interests  of  those  States. 

While  deploring  the  election  of  Messrs.  Lincoln  and  Haralin, 
the  Kxecutive  yet  has  seen  in  it  no  cause  for  the  inmiediute  and 
separate  secession  of  Texas.  Believing,  however,  that  the  time 
haxl  come  when  the  Southern  States  should  co-operate  and 
co^lnse^  together,  to  devise  means  for  the  maintainance  of  their 
constitutional  rights  and  to  demand  redress  for  the  grievances 
they  have  been  sulfering  at  the  hands  of  many  of  the  Northern 
Stjites,  he  has  directed  hiseiforts  to  tliat  end.  Believing  that  a 
convention  of  the  character  contemplated  by  the  Joint  Resolu- 
tion of  February  IGth,  IS^S,  would  be  held,  and  desiring  that 
the  people  of  Texas  should  be  represented  in  the  same  and  have 
fnll  opportunity  to  elect  delegates  rellecting  their  will,  he  ordered 
an  cleetioi)  for  that  purpose  to  be  held  on  the  1st  Monday  in  Feb- 
ruary next.  Although  since  that  time  four  of  the  Southern 
States  have  declared  tliem.selves  no  longer  members  of  the  Union, 
yet  he  confidently  looks  forward  to  the  assembling  of  such  a 
body.  A  majority  of  the  Southern  States  have  as  yet  taken  no 
action  and  the  ell'orts  of  our  brethren  of  the  border  are  now  di- 
rected toward  securing  unity  of  the  entire  South.  The  interests 
of  Texas  arc  closely  identified  with  the  remaining  States,  and  if 
by  joining  her  councils  with  theirs,  such  assurances  can  bo 
obtained,  of  a  determination  on  the  part  of  the  Northern  State? 


to  regard  t)ur  Consxitutional  rights,  as  will  induce  the  States 
which  have  declared  themselves  out  of  the  Union,  to  rescind 
their  action,  the  end  attained  will  silence  whatever  reproaches 
the  rash  and  inconsiderate  may  heap  upon  us. 

Texas,  although  identified  by  her  institutions  with  the  States 
which  have  declared  themselves  out  of  the  Union,  cannot  forget 
her  relation  to  the  border  States.  Pressed  for  years  by  the  whole 
weight  of  abolition  influence,  these  States  have  stood  as  bar- 
riers against  its  approach.  Those  who  ask  Texas  to  desert  them 
now,  should  remember  that  in  our  days  of  gloom,  when  doubt 
hung  over  the  fortunes  of  our  little  army  and  the  cry  for  help 
went  out,  while  some  of  those  who  seek  to  induce  us  to  follow 
their  precipitate  lead,  looked  coldly  on  us,  these  States  sent  men 
and  money  to  our  aid.  Their  best  blood  was  shed  here  in  our 
detence,  and  if  we  are  to  be  influenced  by  considerations  other 
than  our  own  safety,  the  fact  that  these  States  still  seem  deter- 
mined tc^raaintain  their  ground  and  fight  the  battle  of  the  Con- 
stitution within  the  Union,  should  have  equal  weight  with  us, 
with  those  States  which  have  no  higher  claim  upon  us,  and  who 
without  cause  on  our  part  have  sundered  the  ties  which  made  us 
one. 

Whatever  may  be  the  course  of  Texas,  the  ambition  of  her 
people  should  be,  that  she  should  take  no  step  except  aft<3r 
calm  deliberation.  A  past  history  in  which  courage,  wisdom  and 
patriotism  united  to  found  a  Republic  and  a  State  is  in  our 
keeping.  Let  the  record  of  no  rash  action  blur  its  pages  !  If 
after  passing  through  two  revolutions,  another  is  upon  us,  let 
the  same  prudence  mark  our  course  as  when  we  merged  from  an 
independent  nation  into  one  of  the  States  of  the  Union.  Hold- 
ing ourselves  above  influences  which  appeal  to  our  passions  and 
our  prejudices,  if  we  must  be  masters  of  our  own  destiny,  let  us 
act  like  men,  who  feel  all  of  the  responsibilities  of  the  position 
they  assume  and  are  ready  to  answer  to  the  civilized  world,  to 
God  and  to  posterity. 

The  time  has  come,  when  in  my  opinion,  it  is  necessary  to 
evoke  the  sovereign  will  for  the  solution  of  this  question,  affect- 
ing our  relations  with  the  Federal  Grovernmont.  The  people,  as 
the  source  of  all  powf-r  can  alone  declare  the  course  that  Texas 
•hall  pursue  ;  and  in  the  opinion  of  the  Executiive  they  demand 
that  the  Legiplattire  shouM  provide  a  legal  means  by  which  they 
«hall  express  their  will,  as  freemen,  at  the  ballot  box.  They 
have  stood  aloof  from  revolutionary  schemes,  and  now  await  the 
•ction  of  your   honorable   body,  that   they  may  in  a  legitimate 


manner  speak  through  the  ballot  box.  As  one  of  the  ppecml 
objects  for  which  >•<"»  were  convetu'd,  the  Exocutivo  would  pn-:*!* 
this  upun  your  attention,  and  would  urge  that  such  action  be  as 
prompt  as  p(»ssible. 

Confiding  in  the  wisdom  of  the  Legislature  and  in  its  recogni- 
tion of  the  supremacy  of  the  jH'Ojde,  the  Executive  relies  upon 
the  adoption  of  such  Legislation  as  will  secure  a  full,  free  and 
lair  <'Xpressi(tn  c»f  their  will.  Should  the  Legislature,  in  its  wi.s- 
diKn,  deem  it  necessary  to  call  a  coiiveutitjii  of  delegates,  fresh 
Irom  the  people,  the  Executive  wotild  not  oppose  the  same  ;  but 
be  would  suggest  that  the  people  be  the  tribunal  of  the  last 
reJ^ort  and  tliat  no  action  be  considered  final  until  it  has  beea 
submitted  to  them. 

While  the  ])ublic  mind  is  agitated  and  wild  excitement   tram- 

{tles  upon  reason,  the  Executive  has  a  right  to  look  to  the  legis- 
ative  department  of  the  Government  for  wise  and  sagacious 
counsels.  Representing  the  creative  power  of  law,tthe  high 
responsibilities  upon  you  demand  that  you  indignantly  frown 
upon  any  an<l  every  attempt  to  subvert  tin-  laws  and  substitute 
in  their  stead  the  will  ot  rt-volutionary  leaders.  Asseiubled  as 
you  are  at  the  most  important  epoch  in  our  history  as  a  peojde, 
may  all  the  solenmities  of  such  an  occasion  impress  upon  you 
with  a  determination  to  act  your  part  in  such  a  way,  that  the 
confiilence  of  the  pcojile  in  the  stai)ility  (»f  our  institutions  will 
not  bu  shaken.  If,  aj)pealin;;  to  the  poj)'ilar  voice,  you  show 
your  confidence  in  their  jiatriotism  and  sense,  by  ]»huing  this 
important  question  in  their  ha:.ds  all  will  be  well.  Be  their 
voice  as  it  njay,  we  shall  be  united  and  whether  our  future  be 
prosperous  or  gloomy,  a  comnuMi  faith  and  ho])e  will  actuate  us  ; 
but  if  on  the  contrary,  moved  by  rash  and  unwise  counsels,  you 
yield  the  j)o.vcrs  of  government  into  the  hands  of  those  who  da 
not  represent  the  ])eo])le  and  would  rise  nuperior  to  them,  the 
confidence  of  the  masses  in  the  reign  of  law  and  ordei  will  be 
shaken  and  gloomy  forebodings  will  till  the  hearts  of  the  friend* 
of  regulated  Ciroverument,  lest  the  reign  of  anarchy  and  confu- 
sion come  upon  us.  We  have  gone  through  one  revolution  in 
Texas  a  united  people.  We  can  he  united  again  and  will  be,  if 
the  peo]»le  are  entrusted  with  the  control  A'  their  di-stinies. 

The  situation  of  Texas,  her  extensive  border,  subject  to  hos- 
tile incursions  for  7(H)  miles,  the  vast  extent  of  her  territory  and 
her  scattered  pojmlation,  all  are  subjects  to  be  consideredin 
reference  tt)  this  (piestion.  If  our  iorni  of  Government  is  tobe 
changed,  wi;  must  have  a  regard  for  the  future.  The  millions 
now  B])ent  by    the  United  IStates  for  our  frontier,  the  su])port  of 
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our  postal  service,  the  defence  of  our  commerce,  must  all  come 
from  the  pockets  of  our  people.  Providence  has  withheld  from 
us  in  the  past  y^^'ir  the  ahundance  wliich  has  formerly  rewarded 
the  care  of  the  hushadmen.  The  pc^ojde  of  many  sections  are 
already  calling  for  relief  We  cannot  afford  under  these  circum- 
stances to  plunge  madly  into  revohition. 

The  Executive  has  not  yet  lost  the  hope  that  our  rights  can 
be  maintained  in  the  Union,  and  that  it  niay  yet  be  perpetuated. 
Between  constitutional  remedies  and  anarchy  and  civil  war,  he 
can  see  no  middle  ground.  All  the  glorious  associations  of  our 
past  history  prove  that  hitherto  w<!  have  been  capable  of  self 
government.  The  tyrants  of  Euroj)e  have  ever  disputed  this 
fact.  Let  us  give  no  strength  to  their  arbitrary  dogmas  by  any 
action  of  ours  ;  and  whatever  may  be  onr  future  course,  let  us 
keep  proudly  in  the  ascendant  the  great  principle  upon  which 
rests  the  idea  of  American  Liberty. 

Durino^  the  ]>resent  month  the  Executive  has  had  the  honor  {o 
receive  the  Hon.  J.  M.  Calhoun,  Commissioner  from  the  State 
of  Alabama,  upon  tke  attitude  of  our  National  affairs.  The  cor- 
respondence upon  that  subject  is  herewith  submitted  to  the  Le*''- 
islature. 

In  conclusion,  gentlemen,  the  Executive  would  again  press 
upon  your  attention  the  great  importance  of  maintaining  the 
public  credit  and  faith,  and  would  warn  you  against  the  conse- 
quences of  involving  the  people  in  debt  at  this  stage  of  our 
affairs.  We  can  better  "  pay  as  we  go,"  than  we  can  meet  ac- 
cumulated deht  in  the  future. 

May  a  kind  providence  guide  you  aright,

Calhoun^  Commissioner 
from  Alabama^  and  Gov.  Sam  Houston.

Dear  Sir  : — I  come  as  the  accre(lite<l  Commissioner  of  the 
State  of  Alabama,  to  consult  and  advise  with  yourself  and  the 
members  of  the  State  Legislature  and  of  the  Convention  of 
Texas,  as  to  what  is  best  to  be  done  to  protect  the  rights,  the 
interests  and  the  honor  of  the  slaveholding  States. 

Neither  the  Legislature  of  Texas  or  any  Convention  being 
now  in  session,  and  my  speedy  return  to  Alabama  being  required, 
my  conference  must  be  of  necessity,  confined  to  yourself,  with  a 
request  that  my  communication  to  you,  may  be  communicated 
to  the  Legislature  ot  Texas,  when  it  shall  assemble,  as  I  am 
pleased  to  learn,  will  be  at  no  distant  day. 

In  performance  of  this,  my  duty,  under  all  surrounding  cir- 
cumstances, I  have  only  simply  to  say,  that  Alabama,  through 
her  Legislature,  being  the  first  to  move  in  that  direction,  which 
may  possibly  result  in  the  severance  of  all  connection  with  the 
Federal  Government,  as  the  only  means  of  saving  her  citizens 
from  the  utter  ruin  and  degredation  which  must  follow  from  the 
administration  of  that  Government,  by  a  sectional  and  hostile 
majority,  desires  to  assure  her  sister  slaveholding  States,  that 
she  feels  that  her  interests  are  the  same  with  theirs,  and  that  a 
common  destiny  must  be  the  same  to  all.  That,  therefore, 
whatever  may  be  the  course  which  she  may  deem  it  proper  to  take 
to  meet  the  dangers  by  which  she  as  well  as  they  are  surrounded, 
she  will  do  so  with  an  earnest  desire,  that  there  may  be  in  the  pre- 
sent and  in  the  future,  an  unbroken  band  of  brotherhood  and  union 
l>etween  herself  and  Texas,  and  every  other  slaveholding  State. 
That,  she  will  not  act  with  rashness  or  thoughtlessness,  but  with 
mature  and  deliberate  consideration.  That  she  will  by  all 
means  endeavor  to  avoid  the  doing  of  any  act  which  may  shake 
the  confidence  or  alienate  the  friendly  fi^elings  of  her  sister 
slaveholding  States.  That  whatever  may  be  the  determination 
of  her  people,  to  be  assembled  in  their  sovereign  character  in 
Convention,  on  the  7th  inst.,  they  will  still  cover  themselves 
and  their  posti^rity  under  the  folds  of  the  old  Constitution  of 
the  United  States,  in  its  ])uritifs  and  truth. 

It  is  perhaps,  my  duty  to  give  your  Excellency  my  individual 
opinion,  that  the  action  of  the  Convention  to  assemble  on  th^ 
7th  inst.,  will  l>e  to  withdraw  from  the  present  Union,  and  to 
take  her  position  as  a  sovereign  and  indei)endcnt  State,  seeking 
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and  deslrin<;  a  near  and  perfect  Union  with  all  other  States  of 
the  South  as  Ajwedily  as  possible.  This  will,  however,  have 
been  deci(k-d  one  way  or  the  other,  and  be  made  known  to  the 
Legislature  of  your  State,  by  the  time  it  shall  assemble. 

Hoping  and  trusting  that  thfre  may  be  no  di^H'ord  between 
the  States  <>f  the  South  ;  that  unanimity,  confidence,  wisdom, 
prudence  and  firmness  may  mark  the  course  of  all,  and  that  a 
Icind  Providence  may  rule  over  and  guide  and  protect  us  in  our 
day  of  gloom  and  danger.

Dear  Sir  : — Your  communication  of  the  5th  inst.,  inform- 
ing me  of  the  object  of  your  missi'^n,  on  the  part  of  tiie  State  of 
Alabama,  is  before  me. 

As  a  citizen  of  a  sister  State,  bearing  an  appointment  of 
Commissioner  to  Texas,  from  her  Chief  Executive,  I  welcome 
you  here,  and  trust  that  whatever  ideas  you  may  adopt  in  refer- 
ence to  the  ]>olitical  opinions  of  the  ])eople  of  Texas,  you  may 
bear  back  with  you  the  evidences  of  their  kindness,  hospitality 
and  friendship. 

Having  convi^ned  the  Legislature  of  the  State,  with  a  view  to 
its  ])r()viding  a  mode  by  which  the  will  of  the  peoj)le  of  Texas 
tnay  be  declared,  touching  their  relations  with  the  Federal 
(iovernment  and  the  States,  I  cannot  authoritatively  speak  as 
to  the  cour.se  they  will  pursue.  A  fair  and  legitimate  ex])ression 
of  their  will  through  the  ballot-box  is  yet  to  be  nuule  kiu)wn. 
Therefore,  were  the  Legislature  in  session,  or  were  a  legally 
authorized  Convention  in  session,  until  the  action  taken  is  rati- 
fied by  the  people  at  the  ballot-box,  none  can  speak  for  Texas. 
Her  people  have  ever  been  jealous  of  their  ligiits,  and  have  been 
careful  how  ilu-y  parted  with  the  attributes  i)f  their  sovereignty. 
They  will  reserve  to  themselves  tiie  right  to  finally  pass  ujum 
the  act  involving  so  closely  their  liberties,  fortunes,  peace  and 
happiness  ;  and  when  through  the  free  exercise  of  that  sacred 
privilege,    which   ha.s,    ever   until  now,  been   deemed   the  best 
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security  f()r  the  liberties  of  the  people  and  the  surest  means  of 
reme(l\'ing  encroachments  upon  their  rights,  they  have  declared 
their  will,  then  and  then  only  Cfin  any  apeak  for  Texas.  Until 
then,  nothin;j;  but  individual  opinions  be  expressed  ;  and 
mine  are  entitled  to  no  more  weight  than  a  long  acquaintance 
with  the  people  and  a  continued  intercourse  and  communication 
with  them,  would  justify. 

That  there  is  a  difference  of  opinion  existing  in  Texas,  in 
relation  to  the  cou.'se  necessary  to  ])ursue  at  this  period,  none 
can  deny.  Citi/^-ns,  alike  distinguished  f )r  their  worth  and 
})ublic  services,  hold  opposite  views;  and  while  all  are  united 
in  the  determination  to  maintain  our  Constitutional  rights,  they 
differ  as  to  the  mode  of  accomplishing  the  same.  In  this  I  do 
not  include  that  reckless  and  selfish  class,  who,  mcved  by  per- 
sonal ambition,  or  a  desire  for  office  or  spoil,  desire  a  change  of 
government,  in  the  hope  that  aggrandisement  will  attend  them. 

I  believe,  however,  that  a  large  majority  of  the  people,  recog- 
nizing the  obligations  they  owe  to  the  border  States,  who  have 
so  long  stood  as  barriers  against  the  assaults  of  abolitionism, 
desire  to  concert  such  measures,  as  will  not  only  conduce  to 
their  safety,  but  the  benefit  of  the  entire  South.  As  E.^ecu- 
tive  of  the  State,  I  have  deemed  it  my  duty  to  present  to  the 
other  Southern  States,  a  proposition  for  a  consultation,  having 
that  object  in  view.  Alabama  has  not  yet  responded  to  the 
same,  and  although  the  tenor  of  your  letter  indicates  that  she 
will  pursue  a  ditferent  course.  I  trust  that  when  the  great 
interests  at  state  are  duly  considered  by  her  people,  they  will 
determine  to  join  with  Texas  and  the  majority  of  the  Southern 
States,  in  an  honest  and  determined  effort,  to  obtain  redress 
for  the  grievences  which  the  North  has  put  upon  us,  ere  they 
take  the  fatal  step,  wliich  in  my  oj)inion,  ultimately  involve.^ 
civil  war  and  the  ruin  of  our  institutions,  if  not  of  liberty 
it^flf. 

If  "  Alabama  has  been  the  first  to  move  in  the  direction 
which  miy  possibly  result  in  the  severance  of  all  connection 
with  the  Federal  government,"  it  is  a  matter  of  pride  to  me 
that  Texas  has,  in  this  time  of  peril,  been  the  first  to  move  in 
that  direction  calculated  to  seen pe  Son t hern  unity  and  co-oper- 
ntion.  Texas  is  the  only  one  of  the  States  which  possessed,  ere 
Ikt  connection  with  the  Union,  full  and  complete  Sovereignty. 
Though  she  brought  an  erapirein  to  the  Union  and  added 
vastly  to  the  area  of  slavery,  she  arrogates  to  hrsclf  no  es- 
pecial ])rivilcge,  nor  hag  she  yet  consulted  her  own  safety,or 
interest,  pave  in  common  with  that  of  the  entire  South.  Kn'ow- 
3-S 
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!■;  -  the  obligations  which  she  took  upon  herself  when  she 
(■  n;e  iuto  the  Union,  she  has  thus  fur  shown  no  desire  to 
r  -eve  herself  of  those  obligations,  until  it  is  manifest  that  the 
t-.trpact  ni:i(le  with  her  will  not  be  observed.  Havinp; 
ujade  an  rll'ort  in  concert  with  her  Sister  Slaveholding 
States,  to  secure  the  ol>8  rvanee  of  that  compact,  and  faiUd  in 
that  elTort,  it  would  then  In-  her  pride  to  sink  all  considerativms 
prompted  by  her  own  ambition,  and  share  a  common  fate  with 
them  ;  but,  if  on  the  contrary,  they,  consulting  their  own  inter- 
esU"  anil  their  own  inclinations,  neither  seeking  her  counsel  or 
co-operati<m,  act  seperately  and  alone,  and  abandon  a  Union 
and  a  tirovernmcnt,  of  which  she  y(!t  forms  a  jtart,  Texas  will 
then  be  compelled  to  leave  a  P'dicy,  whereby  she  his  unsellishly 
8ou:^ht  the  good  of  the  whole  South,  and  will  pursue  that  course 
which  h«r  pride  and  ancient  character  marks  out  before-  her. 

Were  I  permitteil  to  trust  alone  to  the  tenor  of  the  first  part 
of  your  communication,  and  ha  I  you  given  me  no  assurrance  of 
the  fact,  tiiat,  althougii  Al  ibama  ''  desires  to  assure  her  Sister 
Sl.iveholdiug  States,  that  she  feels  that  her  interests  are  the 
fame  with  theirs,  and  that  a  common  destiny  must  be  the  same 
t«)  all,"  yet  that  she  will,  through  her  convention,  which  assem- 
bles to  day,  the  7th  inst.,  "  withdraw  from  the  present  Union 
and  take  her^  po.sition  as  a  Sovereign  State,"  I  could  give  you 
m  tre  assurance  of  my  co-operation  as  exe -utive  of  Te.Kas,  with 
Alab  una  in  the  present  emergency.  Sh  mid  Alabama,  without 
wailing  for  the  action  of  Texas,  withdraw  from  the  Union,  and 
Texas  by  the  force  of  circumstances,  be  comj^dled  at  a  future 
perio.l,  to  provide  for  her  own  Rafety,  the  course  of  Alabama, 
South  Carolina,  and  such  other  States  as  may  follow  their  load, 
will  but  strengthen  the  conviction,  already  strong  among  (.ur 
people,  that  their  interests  will  leid  them  to  avoid  entangling 
alliances,  and  enter  once  again  upon  a  National  career.  No 
claim  would  then  exist  upon  Texas,  for  her  co-operation,  has 
not  been  deemed  important  at  a  time  when  it  was  essential 
to  her  safety  ;  and  her  statehuien  will  deem  that  she  violates 
no  duty  to  th(3  South,  in  unturiiag  once  again  her  Lone 
SUir  Banner,  and  maintaining  her  position  among  \\u)  inde- 
j.endent  nations  of  the  earth.  If  the  Union  be  dissolved  arid 
the  gloomy  forebodings  of  patriots  be  realized  in  the  ruin 
riiid  eivii  war  to  follow,  Texas  can  "  tread  the  wine  press  alone," 
in  till'  day  of  her  misf )rtune,  even  as  lin-  freemen  trod  it  in  the 
past,  and  if  she  falls  in  the  ellirt  to  maintain  liberty  and  her 
institutions  upon  lier  own  s(»il,  slie  will  feel  that  posterity  will 
justify  her  and  I  ly  no  blame  at  lur  door. 
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Texas,  unlike  Alabama,  has  a  frontier  subject  to  hostile  incur- 
eions.  Kven  with  the  whole  power  of  the  United  States  to 
defend  her,  it  is  imjiossihle  to  prevent  freqiient  outrages  upon 
her  citizens'.  The  nuincrous  tribes  of  Indians  now  controlled  by 
the  United  States,  and  restrained  by  treaty  stipulations  and  the 
presence  of  the  army,  wonld  by  the  dissolution  of  the  Union, 
be  turned  loose  to  provide  for  themselves,  and  judging  from  the 
past,  it  is  not  unreasonable  to  suppose  they  will  direct  the»r 
eavage  vengeance  against  Texas.  The  bandits  of  Mexico,  have 
within  the  past  year,  given  an  evidence  of  their  willingness  to 
make  inroad  upon  us,  could  they  do  so  with  impunity.  These 
are  some  of  the  consequences  of  disunion,  which  we  of  the  bor- 
der cannot  shut  out  from  our  sight.  If  Texas  has  been  compel- 
led to  resort  to  her  own  means  of  defense,  when  connected  with 
the  present  Union,  it  is  not  to  be  supposed  that  she  could  rely 
for  protection  on  an  alliance  with  the  Gulf  States  alone  ;  and 
having  grown  self-reliant  amid  adversity,  and  continued  so  as  a 
member  ot  the  Union,  it  will  be  but  natural  that  her  people, 
feeling  that  they  must  look  to  themselves,  while  sympathizing 
fully  with  those  States,  whose  institutions  are  similar  to  their 
own,  will  prefer  a  seperate  Nationality,  to  even  an  equal  posi- 
tion in  a  Confederacy,  which  may  be  broken  and  destroyed  at 
any  moment  ly  the  caprice  or  dissatisfaction  of  one  of  its  mem- 
bers. Texas  has  views  of  expansion  not  common  to  many  of 
her  sister  States.  Although  an  empire  within  herself,  she  feels 
that  there  is  an  empire  beyond  essential  to  her  security.  She 
will  not  be  content  to  have  the  ])ath  of  her  destiny  clogged.  The 
game  spirit  of  enterprise  which  founded  a  Repuclic  here,  will 
carry  her  institutions  Southward  and  Westward.  Having  when 
but  a  handful  of  freemen,  withstood  the  power  of  a  nation,  and 
wrung  from  it  her  indei)endence,  she  has  no  fear  of  abolition 
power  while  in  the  Union  ;  and  should  it  be  the  resolve  of  her 
people  to  stand  by  the  Constitutien,  and  maintain  in  the  Unitm 
those  rights  guaranteed  to  them,  she  will  even  bf*  proof  against 
the  "utter  ruin  and  degredation"  depicted  in  your  communi- 
cation. A  people  determined  to  maintain  their  rights  can 
neither  be  rtiinednor  degraded,  and  if  Texas  takes  upon  herself 
the  holy  task  of  sustaining  the  Constitutidn,  even  in  the  midst 
of  its  enemies,  hiHtf)ry  will  accord  hor  equal  praise  with  those 
who  sought  only  their  own  safety,  and  left  the  temple  of  liberty 
in  their  pnss^ssion. 

Were  I  left  to  Indieve  that  Alabama  is  disposod  to  second  the 
efforts  made  to  secure  co-operation  of  the  South,  in  demanding 
redress  for   our  grievances,  or  that  her  course  would  in  the  least 
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(IcjX'ud  upon  tlmt  of  Texas,  I  would  suggest  such  views  as  sin- 
cere and  earnest  reHectiuu  have  induced.  But,  as  you  express 
llie  opiniiin,  tliat  Alabama  will,  through  her  Convention,  with- 
out waiting  to  know  the  sentiments  of  the  j>eople  of  Texas,  act 
for  lursclf,  there  can  be  no  reason  why  I  should  press  them  upon 
your  ntt«'ntion,  nor  is  it  a  matter  of  importance  whether  they  re- 
llect  the  pojtular  sentiment  of  the  State,  or  not.  They  would 
be  alike  unavailing.  Nor  will  I  enter  into  a  discussion  jvs  to  how 
far  the  idea  of  the  adoption  of  the  Constitution  of  the  United 
States  will  be  acceptable  to  the  people  of  the  Stati  s,  forming  a 
Southern  Confederacy.  That  Constitution  w;is  a  compromise  of 
conllictiMg  interests.  It  was  framed  so  as  to  protect  the  slave- 
holding  tStiites  against  the  encroachments  of  the  Don-slavehold- 
ing.  The  Statesmen  of  the  South  secured  a  representation  for 
three-iifths  of  our  slarve  })roperty.  Whether  this,  and  other  pro- 
visions of  that  instrument  will  bo  deemed  applicable  to  States 
which  have  no  conllicting  interests  so  far  as  slavery  is  concerned, 
is  not  for  me  to  say  ;  but  I  cannot  refrain  from  expressing  the 
opinion,  that  if  the  j)roud  and  gallant  jK'ople  of  Alabama,  are 
willing  to  "still  cover  themselves  and  their  posterity  under  tho 
folds  of  the  old  Constitution  of  the  United  States,  in  its  purity 
and  trutli,"  the  rights  of  Texas  will  be  secure  in  the  ])resent 
Union,  so  long  as  the  Constitution  is  ])reserved  and  controls 
the  administration  of  she  Government  ;  and  although  ''the  ad- 
ministration of  the  Government  by  a  sectional  hostile  majority," 
will  be  distasteful  lo  the  feelings  of  Texa.s,  if  she  can,  by  consti- 
tutional and  fair  means,  induce  that  majority  to  yield  obedience 
to  the  Constitution  and  administer  the  Government  in  accord- 
ance with-  it,  the  triumj)!!  will  be  ours  ;  and  will  escape  tho 
miseries  of  civil  war,  and  secure  to  ourselves  and  to  our  posterity 
all  the  blessings  of  liberty,  which  by  the  power  of  Union  havo 
made  us  the  greatest  nation  on  the  earth. 

Recognizing,  as  I  do,  the  fact  that  /he  sectional  tendencies  of 
the  Black  Republican  party  call  for  determined  constitutional 
resistance  at  the  hands  of  the  united  South,  I  also  feel  that  the 
million  and  a  half  of  noble-hearted  conservative  men,  who  have 
stood  by  the  South,  even  to  this  hour,  deserve  some  sympathy 
and  sujtport.  Although  we  havo  lost  the  day,  we  have  to  recol- 
h'ct  tluit  our  conservative  Northern  friends  cast  over  a  (luarter 
of  a  millii>n  n>r)re  votes  against  the  Black  Republicans,  than  wo 
of  the  entire  South.  1  cannot  declare  myselt  ready  to  desert 
them,  as  well  as  our  Southern  brt'thren  of  the  border,  (and  such 
I  believe  to  be  the  sentiment  of  Texas,)  until  at  least  one  firm 
attempt  has  been  mjKle  to  preserve  our  constitutional  righta 
within  the  Union. 
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In  conclusion,  allow  me  to  say,  that  whatever  may  be  the  fu- 
ture of  the  peopJe  of  Alahama,  my  hopes  nn«l  ardent  prayers  for 
their  prosperity  will  attend  them.  When  I  remember  their  pro- 
gress, and  the  evidences  they  have  had  of  the  blessings  of  free 
government,  I  join  you  in  the  belief  that  they  "will  not  act  with 
ra  hness  or  thonu;htlessness,  but  with  mature  and  deliberate  con- 
sideration." Forty-seven  years  ago,  to  prevent  the  massacre  of 
her  citizens,  it  was  upon  her  soil,  that  I  gave  the  first  proofs  of 
my  manhood  and  devotion  to  the  Union.  The  flag  that  I  follow- 
ed then,  was  the  same  stars  and  stripes  which  the  sons  of  Ala- 
bama have  aided  to  plant  on  many  a  victorious  field.  Since 
then,  Alabama  has  risen  frotu  an  almost  wilderness  region,  under 
the  fostering  care  of  the  Federal  Government  and  the  power  em- 
braced in  Union,  to  a  great,  w(\alt}iy  and  prosperous  peof)le,  and 
obtained  a  position,  which  without  Union  with  the  other  States, 
she  could  not  have  achieved  for  ages,  if  ever. 

Receive  for  yourself  and  the  people  of  Alabama,  whose  ac- 
credited Commissioner  you  are,  the  assiirances  of  my  esteem  and 
consideration.

On  motion  of  Mr.  Britton,  the  Senate  then  retired  to  their 
chamber.

welfare  of  the  Soutliern  States.  Read  fir;;t  and  second  times  and 
referred  to  the  committee  on  State  Affairs. 

Mr.  Herbert  introduced  a  joint  resolution  validating  the  acts 
of  the  Convention  of  the  people,  to  be  h«ld  in  the  city  of  Aus- 
tin, on  thp28th  day  of  January,  1861,  and  jirovidinir  for  the  mile- 
age and  per  diem  of  the  mem  hers  tliereof.  Read  first  and  second 
times  and  referreil  to  th''  cmnmittee  on  S>at<^  Affairs. 

Mr.  Eiath  offered  the  following  resolution  : 

lir^olxed,  That  the  committ-ee  on  Indian  AflTaira,  act  jointly 
with  any  committee  ap|»ointed  by  the  House,  for  the  protection 
of  the  frontier.     Adopted. 

Mr.  Throcknvtrton  introdiieed  a  bill  to  provide  for  the  rhrtian 
of  delegates   to  a   general    Convention  of  the  pcopb'  of  Texas. 
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Read  first  and  second    times   and   referred  to  the  coramittoe  oil 
St4ite  Affairs. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Hyde,  the  Senate  adjourned  until  to-mor- 
row, 11  o'clock,  A.  M.

The  committee  on  State  Affairs  to  whom  was  referred  the 
Joint  Resolutions  with  regard  to  coercion,  have  respectfully  con- 
sidered the  same  and  instructed  me  to  report  the  accompanying 
resolutions  as  a  substitute  therefor  : 

JOINT  RESOLUTIONS. 

Be  it  resolved  hy  the  Legidature  of  the  State  of  Texas,  That 
in  view  of  the  exigencies  of  the  times  we  deem  it  proper  to 
declare, 

That  when  the  sovereign  States  of  this  Confederacy  entered 
into  the  compact  of  Union,  they  delegated  to  the  Federal  Gov- 
ernment no  ])Ower  to  compel  by  force  of  arms  obedience  by  tho 
States,  to  the  Federal  Authority,  but  on  the  contrary  such  power 
was  expressly  d'-iiied. 

That  emplnyment  therefore,  of  force  by  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment, to  compel  any  State  of  this  Union  to  perform  its  obliga- 
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tions  under  the  Fcdoral  compact  ;  or  to  compel  a  State  against 
the  will  of  its  people  to  remain  a  member  of  this  Confederacy, 
is  in  violation  of  the  Constitution,  a  dangerous  usurpation  of 
power,  destructive  of  the  right  of  free  Government,  and  fatal  to 
the  existence  of  the  Union  itself;  which,  formed  of  equal  and 
independent  sovereignties,  can  not  be,  as  between  conquering 
States  and  subjugated  provinces. 

Tiiat  should,  as  we  have  serious  reason  to  apprehend  may  be, 
in  the  present  condition  of  the  Union,  the  FetHjral  Government 
atteiii])t  to  coerce  any  of  our  si>Jter  States  of  the  South  by  force 
of  arms  into  subjection  to  Federal  rule  ;  we  assure  such  State  of 
the  svmpathies  of  our  peojjle,  and  that  we  shall  make  common 
cause  with  them  in  resisting  by  all  means  and  to  the  las 
extremity,  such  unconstitutional  violence  and  tyranical  usurpat 
tion  of  power.

To  His  Excellency, 

Sam  Houston — Governor  : 

Sir: — In  order  that  the  Legislature  may  be  enabled  to  lay 
before  the  people  of  the  State  at  large,  such  information  as  may 
be  desired,  and  to  remove  the  vast  anxiety  which  so  extensively 
exists  in  the  pul'lic  mind,  with  regard  to  the  Listitution  over 
which  I  have  charge,  and  to  resjiond  to  various  and  re})eated 
inquiries  from  all  parts  of  the  State. 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  to  your  Excellency,  the  following 
condensed  report  in  relation  to  the  State  Lunatic  Asylum  ;  its 
condition,  ]>rogress,  &c.,  &c.,  since  my  official  connection  there- 
with, desiring  that  you  will  lay  the  same  before  both  branches  of 
the  Legislature  at  an  early  day. 

From  it  you  will  be  informed  that  all  contracts  subsequen*^  to 
my  appointment,  have  been  con)j)leted  and  in  charge  of  an  Agent 
on  the  part  of  the  State.  Embracing  the  conipletion  <u'  the 
second  recedin^X  buildini; ;  the  erection  and  completion  of  vari- 
ous  other  stone  out- houses,  and  ])urchase  of  two  additional  frame 
buildings,  with  many  other  improvements,  viz:  Enclosures; 
stone  wall,  encompassing  the  entire  building  ;  flaging  with  sun- 
dry other  improvcmonts,  and  exi)enses  including  the  entire  of 
the  expenditure  under  the  act  approved  February  11th,  1860, 
making  an  appropriatir»n  for  completin-^;  the  ])resent  buildintijs ; 
for  enclosing  and  erecting  out-houses  and  grounds,  and  for  the 
organization,  RUiqiort  and  maintenance  of  the  Lunatic  Asylum, 
for  the  years  18G0  and  18G1  ;  and  since  my  connection  with  the 
Institution  amounting  in  the  a^^gregate  to  the  sum  of  twenty-two 
thousand  seven  hundred  and  fifty-one  dollars  and  forty-one  cents, 
as  furnished  by  the  Treasurer  and  as  i»er  vouchers  on  file. 
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Ilaving  directed  your  attention  to  the  amount  thus  expended 
and  its  apitlication,  I  ref]^rct  to  inform  you,  that  the  Asylum  is 
yet  incompk^tf,  nlthough  the  huikling  commissioners  having  er- 
tended  the  Contrader,  (Glasscock's)  term  of  completion  from 
January  18C0  to  the  ensuing  July,  it  will  therefore  be  seen,  that 
circumstances  over  which  wc  could  have  no  control  solely  retard- 
ed us,  and  prevented  our  Asylum  of  being  at  least  for  the  past 
six  months  duly  organized,  "namely  :"  The  deftiult  of  the  con- 
tracting parties  in  failing  to  complete  the  building  in  accordance 
with  the  time  sj)ecilied  and  the  terms  agreed  upon  on  behalf  of 
the  tState. 

]lowever,  I  deem  it  not  unimportant  to  add  that  the  burning 
of  the  contractor's  Mills,  in  consequence  of  which  a  considerable 
])ortion  of  the  material  of  the  Asylum  deposited  therein  had 
l)een  consumed  and  destroyed,  has  been  assigned  on  the  part  of 
the  contractor  as  the  proximate  cause  and  immediate  reason  of 
this  unforseon  and  to  us  unanticipated  delay. 

But  notwithstanding  the  delay  arising  from  these  unexpected 
disappointments  and  unavoidable  contingencies,  it  is  neverthe- 
less gratifying  to  me,  to  inform  you  that  the  requireruents  of  the 
contract  will  be  accomj)lishLd  in  a  few  days,  from  the  date  here- 
of, and  I  am  far  from  once  imagining,  or  for  a  moment  contem- 
plating that  any  emergency  will  arise  to  im})ede  or  retard  our 
complete  and  ample  organization  in  a  few  weeks  thereafter. 

I  deem  it  my  duty  also  to  inform  you,  that  I  have,  in  compli- 
ance with  your  orders,  as  already  reported  to  your  Excellency, 
visited  several  similar  Southern  Institutions  where  an  ample  op- 
portunity iins  ])een  alforded  me  of  fully  ascertaining  the  rules 
and  regulations  by  which  they  are  governed  and  conducted,  their 
different  modes  and  varying  systems  of  oj)eration,  and  from  the 
knowledge  thus  acquired  and  the  information  herein  obtained, 
combined  with  my  own  ])ractical  exj)erience  and  the  co-operation 
of  a  bi'nevolent  and  intelligent  l^oard  of  a\Ianagers.  I  ardently 
entertain  the  most  contident  antieipjitions  of  entering  upon  the 
no  less  imi)ortant  than  onorous  and  resj)onsible  duties  tluit  will 
devolve  upon  me  as  Medical  officer  and  iSuperintendent  of  the 
Institution  with  the  highest  hoj)€S  and  most  sanguine  expecta- 
tions of  its  salutary  and  beneficial  results  and  effects  in  the  res- 
toration of  some  of"  those  whom  their  Creator  inscrutabU;  in  his 
judgments,  has  been  jileased  to  deprive  of  their  mental  faculties 
ancl  aliiict  with  the  melancholy  visitation  of  Insanity. 

The  applications  tor  admission  having  already  exceeded  a 
greater  number  than  can  be  acconmiodated,  it  with  no  doubt  be 
a  source  of  disappointment  to  many  to  learn,  that  not  more  thaa 
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eixty  patients  can  be  admitted,  and  for  the  accommodation  of 
this  number  it  will  be  necessary  to  liave  a  plurality  in  some  of 
the  larger  and  more  commodious  rooms  when  a  congeniality  of 
disposition  in  the  inmates  will  guarantee  to  the  Medical  Officer 
the  safety  and  prudence  of  their  boing  thus  associated. 

I  would  take  pleasure  in  calling  the  attention  of  your  Excel- 
lency to  particulars  bearing  upon  tho  interests  of  the  Institution, 
but  as  your  attention  is  occupied  with  subjects  of  greater  impor- 
tance, 1  will  forbear  at  present  intruding  brief  allusions. 

Having  conveyed  to  you  in  this  condensed  report  all  that  I 
deem  important  or  essential  to  communicate,  I  will  indulge  the 
hoj)e  that  our  Asylum  will  be  in  complete  and  ample  organiza- 
tion early  in  the  ensuing  March,  a  due  notification  of  which  will 
be  timely  transmitted  to  the  Chief  Justices  in  particular,  and  to 
the  people  in  general,  throughout  the  State.  With  an  humble 
and  confiding  reliance  on  the  aid  of  Divine  Providence  we  will 
enter  upon  our  future  operations.

IIavin<^  called  you  together  to  provide  for  an  exj)res- 
sion  of  the  sovereign  will  uf  the  ])euj)le  at  the  ballot-box,  I  also, 
deem  it  my  duty  to  declare,  that  while  the  freoman  of  Texas 
are  deliberating  upon  this  question,  no  imp  nding  threat  of  coer- 
cion from  the  people  of  another  State,  should  be  permitted  to 
hang  over  them,  without  at  least  meeting  the  condemnation  of 
their  Representatives, 

Whatever  that  sovereign  will  may,  be,  when  fairly  expressed, 
it  must  be  maintained,  Texns  as  one  man,  will  defend  it,  and 
while  the  Executive  would  not  counsel  foolish  bravado,  he  deems 
it  a  duty  we  owe  to  the  i)eople,  to  declare  that  even  though 
ther  action  shall  bring  u]»on  us  the  consequences  which  now 
seem  impending,  we  will  all,  be  our  views  in  the  past  and  the 
present  what  they  may,  be  united.

ering men  and  money  to  tl»e  President  of  the  United  States,  to 
be  used  in"  coercing  certain  sovereign  States  of  the  South  into 
obedience  to  the  Federal  Government. 

llesolved  That  this  General  Assembly  receives  the  action  of 
the  Legislature  of  New  York  as  the  indication  of  a  purpose  upon 
the  part  of  the  pcoide  of  that  State  to  further  complicate  ex- 
isting didicuhies,  by  forcing  the  peoi)le  of  the  South  to  the 
extremity  of  submission  or  resitance,  and  so  regarding  it,  the 
Governor  of  the  State  of  Tennessee  is  hereby  recjuested  to 
inform  the  Executive  of  the  State  of  New  York,  that  it  is  the 
opinion  of  this  General  Assambly  that  whenever  the  authorities 
of  that  State  shall  send  armed  forces  to  the  South  foe  the  pur- 
po.ses  indicated   in   said   resolution,    the   people   of  Tennessee, 
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uniting  with  their  brethren  of  the  South,  will,  as  one  man,  resist 
such  invasion  of  the  soil  of  the  South,  at  all  hazards  and  to  the 
last  extremity.

Read  first  and  second  times  and  referred  to 
the  committee  on  Internal  Improvements. 

Mr.  Townes  introduced  a  joint  resolution  construing  a  part  of 
the  act  for  the  protection  of  the  frontier.  Read  first  and  second 
times  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  Militia. 

Mr.  Gentry  introduced  a  bill  for  the  relief  of  the  Texas  and 
New  Orleans  Railroad  Company,  Read  first  and  second  times 
and  referred  to  the  committee  on  Internal  Improvements. 

Mr.  Townes,  from  the  committee  on  Public  Buildings,  to  whom 
was  referred  the  Senate  resolution  to  enquire  into  the  contract 
made  with  Boyce  and  Sawyer  for  re-covering  the  Capitol  and 
Old  Land  Office  Buildings,  reported  that  by  the  authority  of  a 
joint  resolution  of  the  Legislature,  the  Governor  and  Comptroller 
on  the  2nd  day  of  March  1858,  entered  into  a  contract  with  R. 
P.  Boyce,  and  J.  B.  Sawyer,  by  which  they  bound  themselves  to 
re-model  and  to  re-cover  the  roofs  of  the  Capitol  and  the  Old  Land 
Office  with  West's  Galvanic  Cement ;  and  warranted  it  to  be 
wind,  water  and  fire  proof,  and  so  to  continue  for  the  term  of  ten 
years  from  its  completion,  and  so  to  keep  said  roofs  for  said  term. 
That  these  parties  bound  themselves  for  the  faithful  performance 
of  their  contract  in  an  obligation  with  Jas.  W.  Henderson,  Geo. 
Brenhurst  and  J.  W.  Schrimple  as  surities  in  the  sum  of  twelve 
thousand  dollars,  and  the  State  agreed  to  pay,  and  did  pay  them 
five  thousand  nine  hundred  dollars  for  said  work.  They  further 
report  that  the  roofs  on  the  Capitol  and  on  the  Old  Land  Office 
are  now  and  have  been  for  more  than  a  year  defective,  and  leaking 
letting  in  the  water  whenever  it  rains  to  the  great  damage  of  the 
buildings,  and  their  contents,  so  that  said  contract  has  been 
broken,  and  the  bond  forfeited,  so  far  at  least  as  to  make  it 
incumbent  on  the  parties  to  repair  the  roofs  and  make  them 
water  proof. 

The  committee  therefore  report  the  accompanying  joint  resolu- 
tions and  recommend  their  passage :

Gentlemen  of  the  Senate 

and  House  of  JRepresentatives  : 

In  view  of  the  contemplated  speedy  adjournment  of  the 
Legislature,  the  Executive  would  again  call  your  attention  to 
the  embarrassed  condition  of  the  liuances,  and  press  upon  your 
attention  the  importance  of  adopting  such  measures  as  will  sus- 
tain the  government  during  the  present  fiscal  year. 

In  his  message  sent  to  your  honorable  body  at  the  commence- 
ment of  the  ])resent  session,  the  Executive  ])re8sed  this  subject 
npon  your  attention,  and  in  connection  with  it,  the  importance 
of  ])r()viding  for  the  detence  of  the  frontier  settlements.  These 
were  two  of  the  three  objects  for  which  you  were  convened.  The 
course  of  your  legislation  since  that  period,  and  the  possibility  of 
a  severance  of  the  connection  of  Texas  with  the  Federal  Union, 
render  it  imperative  that  money  should  be  raised  to  sustain  the 
government  so  that  in  such  a  contingency  the  peo])le  of  the 
(State  may  be  ready  to  meet  any  emergency  that  may  come  upon 
them. 

The  Executive  in  his  message  presented  for  your  consideration 
the  following  figures,  showing  the  probable  receipts  and  dis- 
bursements of  the  present  year;

The  above  statement  shows  a  deficiency  on  the  19th  January, 
1861,  of  $817,827  10.  The  amount  due  Rangers  alone  for  ser- 
vices rendered  up  to  this  i)eriodv  amounts  to  at  least  $300,000, 
and  unless  means  are  adopted  to  pay  their  claims  in  money,  the 
same  will  depreciate,  and  no  temporizing  expedient  can  ])revent 
that  result.  The  Government  must  go  on  performing  its  func- 
tions, or  anarchy  will  ensue,  and  to  keep  it  in  motion,  money  is 
tiecessa'-y.  The  frontier  must  be  defended,  or  the  settlements 
must  give  way,  and  no  matter  what  expedient  may  now  be  re^ 
sorted  to,  both  men  and  money  must  be  had;  and  the  Executive 
implores  the  Legislature  not  to  wait  until  the  call  for  men  and 
money  comes  laden  with  the  dying  shrieks  of  women  and  chil- 
dren. 

The  Legislature  may  vouchsafe  to  the  people  of  the  frontier 
tliC  privilege  of  protecting  themselves  at  their  own  cost,  depend- 
ing upon  promises  to  pay  in  the  future;  but  such  a  policy  will 
be  found  totally  inadequate  to  the  present  emergency.  Cash 
will  be  needed  to  purchase  ammunition  and  supplies. 

By  the  Treasurer's  Report,  received  on  Saturday,  the  2d 
instant,  it  apjjcars  that  there  vras  then  in  the  Treasury,  subject 
to  disl)Ursement  on  account  of  State  Revenue,  $5,279  69.  The 
Legislature  has  already  appropriated  $9,768  62  of  the  fund 
arisirig  from  University  Land  sales  and  $37,313  30  of  the  fund 
accumuhiting  from  estates  of  deceased  persons,  for  the  per  diem 
and  mileage  of  its  members,  and  it  has  only  been  by  the  u.se  of 
these  funds  that  the  Treasury  has  been  spared  thus  far  from 
entire  bankruptcy:  The  amount  on  hand  will  be  exhausted 
before  the  termination  of  the  present  week,  when  there  must  be 
R  suspension  of  specie  payments  altogether. 

The  revenue  estimated  to  come  in  on  July  1,  ($343,344  27,) 
will  be  much  reduced  from  the  fact  that  the  Comptroller  has 
been  and  is  now  drawing  advance  drafts  on  the  various  assessor^ 
and  collectors,  to  meet  api)ropriations.  It  is  also  well  known 
that  the  assessments  for  the  present  year  have  been  suspended 
by  order  of  the  Comptroller.  Property,  in  the  meantime,  has 
been  steadily  decreasing  in  value,  and  parties  will  not  be  willing 
to  have  the  same  assessed  at  any  more  than  it  will  bring  in  the 
market  at  the  time  of  assessment.  This  depreciation  in  value 
will  be  so  great,  that,  at  the  present  rate  of  taxation,  not  more 
than  half  the  amount  estinuited  will  be  collected. 
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The  ordinary  expenses  of  government,  about  $30,000  per 
mouth,  are  to  be  met  until  the  taxes  come  in.  The  officers, 
many  of  whom  are  dependent  upon  their  salaries  for  the  support 
of  themselves  and  families,  should  be  punctually  paid;  but  even 
if  they  wait  until  the  taxes  come  in,  the  treasury  will  then  be 
■without  a  dollar  to  pay  the  expenses  of  the  next  twelve  months. 
The  necessity  for  the  adoption  of  measures  whereby  the  treasury 
may  be  replenished,  must  therefore  be  apparent. 

Without  considering  the  })0ssible  contingency,  arising  from  a 
change  in  our  federal  relations,  means  nmst  be  provided  to  meet 
the  deficiency  of  $817,827  10  mentioned  above.  But  should 
Texas  withdraw  from  the  Union,  a  new  condition  of  things  will 
arise,  which  will  require  large  expenditures.  In  view  of  the 
possibility  of  such  a  contingency  happening  at  as  early  a  period 
as  the  second  of  March,  the  Legislature  cannot  fail  to  see  the 
necessity  of  making  such  provisions  as  will  secure  the  safety  of 
the  State  and  maintain  its  honor.  Steps  should  be  taken  to 
provide  an  adequate  force,  to  take  the  j^lace  of  the  3000  federal 
troops  nov/  in  Texas.  The  safety  ot  our  frontier  depends  upon 
the  action  of  your  honorable  body  in  this  respect.  A  few  days 
of  delay  may  involve  the  most  terrible  consequences.  Not  only 
the  Rio  Grande  frontier,  but  also  our  whole  line  of  settleraentg, 
demand  the  continual  presence  of  a  force  sufficient  to  intimidate 
our  enemies  from  invading  us  in  large  bodies,  and  it  will  be  the 
part  of  Avisdom  to  guard  now  against  tlie  consequences  of  the 
removal  of  such  a  force.  The  expense  will  be  millions;  but  the 
lives  of  our  people  are  worth  more.  Nor  is  this  all.  If  we  do 
not  defend  the  outposts  of  civilization,  the  frontier  must  recede 
until  we  have  it  at  our  very  doors.  We  must  also  provide  for 
the  continuation  of  our  postal  service,  so  that  our  ])eople  niav 
not  be  deprived  of  communication  with  the  world  without.  If 
we  are  to  become  independent  of  the  Federal  Government,  let 
us  at  once  act  a  manly  and  self-reliant  jiart.  Let  not  Texas  be 
subjected  to  the  humiliation  of  dependence  on  a  government 
which  she  has  thrown  off.  If  we  are  to  separate,  let  us  have  the 
means  provided  for  taking  care  of  ourselves,  and  from  tlie  date  of 
our  sejiaration  protect  our  j)eople  with  our  own  army,  carry  our 
own  mails,  and  sustain  ourselves  as  an  independent  people 
nhould.  The  Executive  has  that  confidence  in  the  people  of 
Texas,  to  believe  that  if  their  minds  are  resolved  on  Reparation 
they  will  furnish,  if  in  their  power,  the  millions  necessary  to 
maintain  that  new  ]>osition. 

The  Executive  relies  upon  the  wisdom  ijf  the  Legislature  to 
devise  the  ways  and  means  to  sustain  the  government,  and  he 
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cannot  but  press  upon  the  consideration  of  the  Legislature,  (a 
large  majority  of  whom  regard  disunion  as  a  fixed  fact,)  the  im- 
portance of  providing  against  that  contingency. 

He  has  now  performed  his  whole  duty.  If  the  Legislature 
provides  the  means  to  maintain  the  public  faith,  to  delend  the 
frontier,  and  sustain  the  government  in  all  its  departments.  The 
Executive,  faithful  to  the  trust  reposed  in  him  by  the  })eople, 
will  see  to  it,  so  far  as  his  jjowers  will  permit,  that  the  honor 
and  interests  of  Texas  do  not  suffer  at  his  hands.  If  these  be 
unprovided  for,  and  the  government  is  left  in  its  present  condi- 
tion, he  will  feel  that  this  last  appeal  to  the  wisdom,  justice  and 
patriotism  of  your  honorable  body,  will  justify  him  to  the  world 
should  his  endeavors  to  care  for  the  interests  of  the  people,  be 
fruitless.

On  motion  of  Mr.  Guinn,  the  message  was  transmitted  to  the 
House  of  Representatives. 

Mr  Fall,  chairman  of  the  committee  on  engrossed  bills  repor- 
ted correctly  engrossed  a  bill  to  incorporate  the  Uvalde  Irrigation 
Company. 

Mr.  Britton,  chairman  of  the  committee  on  the  Militia,  made 
the  following  report  : 

Your  committee  on  the  Militia,  to  whom  was  refeiTcd  the 
resolutions  requiring  them  to  report  what  amount  was  required 
to  ]»urchase  munitions  of  war  necessary  to  place  the  Slate  in  a 
position  of  com})lete  defence,  have  had  the  same  under  considera- 
tion, and  directed  me  to  report  thereon,  which  is  now  respectfully 
submitted  for  your  careful  consideration. 

In  estimating  for  "complete  military  defence,"  three  essential 
elements  are  necessary  to  be  known;  the  length  of  line  to  be 
defended;  topograj)hy  of  that  line  and  the  nature  of  the  enemy 
to  be  resisted.  From  the  mouth  of  the  Rio  Grande  along  that 
river  to  El  Paso,  and  from  thence  to  Red  River  Texas  has  an 
exposed  border  of  not  less  than  1500  miles:  These  alone  will 
occupy  at  present  the  attention  of  the  committee  as  they  will 
not  now  include  the  Red  River  line  and  Gulf  Coast  defenses. 
The  latter  of  which  involving  millions  in  placing  it  in  complete 
defence,  from  some  essential  elements  entering  into  the  calcula- 
tion being  wanted,  cannot  now  be  calculated.  In  defending  the 
Rio  Grande  frontier,  prudence,  justice  and  economy  would  dictate 
thafit  should  be  so  armed  and  equiped,  as  to  enable  us  not  only 
successfully,  to  resist  any  attack  from  that  quarter,  but  give  that 
security  to  the  minds  of  our  citizens  that  no  attempt  would  be 
made  upon  their  rights.     The   severe  lesson  taught  us  by  the 
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Cortina  war,  should  not  be  disregarded,  nor  should  we  overlook 
the  fact  that  from  the  imprudence  or  criminal  neglect  of  the 
United  .States  authorities  })roperly  to  provide  the  protection  now 
recommended  for  that  border,  we  have  created  a  nem  element 
among  those  who  may  becomcj  our  enemies,  that  they  will  not 
fail  to  em])loy  if  we  now  neglect  those  necssary  precautions. 
Upon  the  Indian  border  we  haw  at  present,  the  Indian,  but  who 
is,  ever  has  been  and  ever  will  be  our  active  enemy,  operating 
entirely  on  horseback,  unequalled  in  the  rapidity  of  his  mcjve- 
nients,  even  by  the  cossack,  combining  the  cunning  of  the  fox 
witli  the  ferocity  of  the  wolf,  he  steals  upon  our  border  settle- 
ments by  day  and  night  and  his  path  is  marked  by  the  blood  of 
our  citizens,  the  ruin  and  devastation  of  their  homes,  each  suc- 
ceeding year  adds  but  another  page  to  the  sad  history  of  cruelties 
and  murders,  and  which  if  they  have  not  increased  have  not  at 
least  diminished.  Honor,  duty  and  humanity  demand  of  us,  the 
Legislature,  that  this  state  of  things  should  no  longer  exist. 
Nor  can  your  committee  be  blind  to  the  serious  convulsions  now 
agitating  this  Union,  and  their  ])robable  effect  upon  us  as  a  peo- 
ple, or  a  State  ;  we  have  just  cause  to  fear  that  a  fanatical  ele- 
ment already  aroused  in  the  North,  may  be  soon  added  to  the 
ferocity  of  the  Indian,  teaching  him  if  possible  a  refinement  on 
cruelty,  which  element  guiding,  directing  and  concentrating  his 
natural  hatred  upon  our  assailable  points,  may  not  only  endanger 
the  lines  and  prosperity  of  our  people  there,  but  jeopardise  the 
tran(|uility  of  the  State. 

In  view  of  all  these  facts  your  committee  have  concluded  that 
not  less  than  3,000  men  properly  armed  and  equij)ped  are  neces- 
sary to  place  the  State  in  a  position  of  complete  defense. 

Three  Regiments,  one  of  Infantry  and  two  of  Cavalry  of 
1,000  men  each,  and  for  raising  which  a  bill  is  herewith  sub- 
mitted. 

In  estimating  the  cost  of  Military  operations  which  are  pecu- 
liar and  varied  only  an  approximating  estimate  can  anteriorly  be 
made  to  assist  to  arrive  at  an  approximating  cost.  We  will  first 
give  an  estimate  of  the  cost  to  the  United  States  of  arming, 
equiping  and  maintaining  in  the  field  for  one  year,  a  Regiment 
of  Cavalry.  Then  we  will  give  the  amount  which  we  think  will 
be  necessary  for  Texas  to  expend  for  the  same  purpose,  ruaking 
a  Regiment  of  1,000  men  the  unit  basis  of  the  calculation  which 
can  easily  be  applied  to  any  number  of  Regiments  you,  in  your 
wisdom  may  deem  proper. 

The  pay  and   allowances,  subsistence,  forage,  &c.,  of  a  Regi- 
ment of  Cavalry  placjd   in  the  field  for   12  months,  costs  the

A  Regiment  of  Infantry  would  be  the  same  except  the  horses 
and  equipments  and  forage,  say  $3,776  26. 

Two  Regiments  of  Cavalry  and  one  of  Infantrv,  would  there- 
fore cost  the  United  States  i|l,796,872. 

Armies  and  parts  of  armies  are  always  expensive  in  their  or- 
ganizatit)n  and  after  management,  and  being  well  apprised  of 
that  fact,  we  have  in  our  calculation  for  Texas  Regiments,  had 
the  strictest  regard  to  economy,  without  impairing  the  efficiency. 

We  are  of  opinion  that  Texas  can  place  in  the  field  and  main- 
tain fur  twelve  months,  two  Regiments  of  Cavalry  and  one  of 
Infantry  for  §K0S3,678.

This  amount  which  may  seem  large,  yet  upon  careful  examina- 
tion will  be  found  to  be  the  least  for  which  it  can  posibly  be 
done. 

It  will  be  seen  that  by  the  mode  we  propose,  the  State  would 
<iave  $713,200  diff.irence  between  the  amount  the  United  States 
lor  similar   services,  and  by  examining   the  calculation  you  will 
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find  that  this  difference  consists  ia  reducing  the  pay  and  allow- 
ance for  officers.  The  pay  of  the  men  can  not  be  reduced,  and 
in  the  expense  for  arms  and  forage  for  horses,  which  we  are  of 
opinion  can  be  lessened.

Senate  met  pursuant  to  adjournmeni — prayer  by  the  Chap- 
lain— roll  called — quorum  present.

l^Ir.  Shej)ard,  chairman  of  the  committee  on  State  AHairs, 
made  the  following  n-port :

A  bill  to  amend  the  third  section  of  an  act  to  regulate  the 
descent  and  destribution  of  intestate  estates,  approved  JMarcli 
14th.  1848. 

Mr.  Walker  from  committee  on  Public  Lands,  made  the  fol- 
lowing minority  report : 
PI()\.  Prksident  of  the  Senate: 

Tlie  untU-rsigned,  a  minority  of  the  Public  Land  committee, 
having  arrived  at  very  difleient  conclusions  from  that  of  a 
majority  of  the  committee  upon  the  bill,  granting  lands  to  actual 
settlers,  begs  leave  to  report : 

That,  in  the  opinion  of  the  undersigned,  the  policy  proposed 
towards  the  actual  settlers  upon  the  public  lands  of  the  State, 
by  the  bill  under  consideration,  is  judicious,  wise  and  just.  It 
proj)oses  to  donate  (to  each  actual  settler  who  may  have,  or  who 
shall  hereafter  settle  upon  and  cultivate  five  acres  of  land  and 
jiay  taxes  thereon  for  the  term  of  three  years,)  two  hnmdred 
acres  of  land. 

Texas  has  been  settled  with  her  present  adventurous,  hardy 
and  enterprising  population,  under  the  influence  of  the  various 
land  grants  made  to  actual  settlers.  It  has  always  been  her  poli- 
cy to  grant  ])ortions  of  her  public  domain  to  actual  settlers.  In 
fact,  until  within  a  few  years  past,  nearly  the  entire  amount  of 
lands  gi anted  by  the  State,  has  been  to  those  who  have  settled 
upon  and  occujjied  the  same,  with  their  families,  and  to  those 
brave  soldiers  who  have  d..  fended  her  soil. 

The  first  settlers  came  to  the  country  and  received  their  titles 
under  the  Mexican  colonization  laws  and  to  carry  on  the  Revo- 
lution against  the  Mexican  Government,  large  land  bounties 
were  granted  the  soldiers  who  came  to  fight  the  battles  of  the 
Republic  ;  and  donations  of  land  were  made  to  the  heirs  of  thoso 
who  fell  in  her  service. 

After  the  Revolution,  the  same  policy  of  granting  lands  to  ac- 
tual settlers  by  the  Republic,  was  continued  for  many  years, — 
Under  this  system,  the  lands  have  been  granted  from  the  gulf 
coast  far  beyond  the  limits  of  the  present  frontier  settlements  of 
the  State.      The  facilities  afforded   by  this  liberal  policy  to  the 
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emii^rnnt  to  obtain  the  most  productive  lanils,  at  a  cheapr  ate, 
have  caused  Ttxas  to  fill  up  with  an  entorprisin«;  and  intellii^ent 
j)npulation,  and  her  material  wealth  toimreaso  more  rapidly  than 
that  (if  any  ol'her  sister  Soutlurn  States.  Her  population  has  n(>t 
been  forced  upon  her,  nor  driven  into  her  limits  from  over  filled 
hives  from  across  the  Atlantic,  as  has  been  the  case  in  some  of 
the  more  densly  po])ulated  States  of  the  North.  In  the  main, 
tlie  emiixrants  to  this  State  have  come  throui>;h  choice  Invited 
hither,  and  inllnenced  by  the  rich  ]»nidnctive  soil  of  the  State, 
her  fTjenial  and  healthy  climate,  and  her  liberal  policy  in  the  dis- 
position of  her  public  domain — a  policy  which  has  been  so  clearly 
the  great  and  prominent  cause  of  the  rapid  increase  of  ])opula- 
tion  and  material  wealth,  the  wisdoin  of  which  is  so  clearly  es- 
tablished by  the  past  history  of  the  State  audits  present  position, 
shouUl  not  be  hastily,  and  much  less,  totally  abandoned,  except 
for  the  most  cogent  and  conclusive  reasons.  In  the  opinion  of 
the  undersigned,  no  such  reasons  exist  against  the  passage  of 
the  bill  under  consideration. 

The  bill  does  not  propose  to  give  to  the  settler  4,605  acres  of 
land,  as  under  the  ct)lonization  system  of  i\Iexico,  nor  1280  acres, 
nor  G40  acres  as  did  the  Republic  of  Texas  ;  but  only  200  acres, 
and  that  ui)on  the  onerous  condition  that  the  grantee  shall  settle 
upon  the  land,  occupy  it  for  three  consecutive  years,  clear  and 
cultivate  at  least  five  acres,  pay  taxes  from  the  date  of  settlement 
&c.  The  benefits  of  the  bill  are  only  to  extend  to  those  now  in 
the  Stale,  and  who  have  never  obtained  land  as  an  emigrant  or 
colonist. 

The  bill,  in  fact,  confers  no  gratuity,  and  as  the  j)ublic  lands 
have  been  located  and  appropriated  up  to,  and  far  beyond  the 
limits  of  the  present  settlements,  every  man,  who  hereafter  set- 
tles upon  it,  necessarially  exposes  hituself  and  family  to  the 
deadly  rifie,  the  tomahawk  and  sealping  knife  of  the  merciles8 
and  demon-like  savages,  wliojlmve  for  several  years  t'ast,  laid  waste 
to  our  frontier  by  murder  and  jihuider. 

In  truth  and  in  fact,  those  ruthless  savages  have,  within  the 
last  six  months,  been  murdering  the  citizens  of  several  of  tho 
frontier  counties  in  the  north-western  ])ortion  of  the  State, 
and  Kteabng  their  ])roperty  to  such  an  alarioing  extent,  as  to 
have  nearly  depopulated  many  counties  in  that  region  ;  which 
were  once  densley  settled  by  a  hardy,  intelligent  and  enterprising 
people.  The  man  who  is  willing,  and  will  subject  himself  to 
such  perils  of  life  and  property,  must  possess  the  nerve  of  a  sol- 
dier, and  will,  if  he  settles  uj)on  vacant  land  on  the  frontier,  un- 
der this  bill,  should  it  become  a  law,  necessarily,  per  force,  bo- 
come  a  soldier. 
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The  pitiful  boon  of  two  huudrcd  acres  of  land  to  be  conquered 
from  our  savage  foe,  and  therefore,  now  worthless,  is  indeed,  but 
u  ])(>()r  compensation  for  such  dan<;ers. 

Thus,  for  tliis  small  amount  of  land  the  settler  not  only  be- 
comes an  occuj)ant  of  the  land,  a  tiller  of  the  soil  and  a  tax- 
])nyer  ;  but  he  becomes  a  soldier  indeed — statipned  upon  the 
out-post,  and,  wliile  defending  himself  and  his  wife  and  little 
ones,  he  also  defends  all  within  his  limits. 

None  but  poor  men  would  ever  avail  themselves  of  the  bene- 
fifsof  this  law,  foi  the  rich  man,  able  to  buy  lands  within  the 
settlements,  remote  and  secure  from  danger,  would  not  iu)]>eril 
liimst'lf,  his  family  and  his  ])roperty  fur  such  poor  consideration. 
Jt  is,  therefore,  only  the  class  first  referred  to,  who  have  reclaim- 
ed the  continent  of  North  America,  and  extended  our  settle- 
ments from  the  Atlantic  to  the  Pacific  Oceans,  that  will  be  ben- 
efited by  the  law  should  it  pass.  The  jKiorer  classes,'  carelesa 
or  indilferent  about  danger,  and  but  little  risk  to  run  in  the  way 
of  pro))erty,  only  will  avail  themselves  of  the  provisions  of  the 
law.  Under  the  mutations  of  property  in  our  government,  the 
})oor  man  of  the  present  generation,  may  be  the  father  of 
the  rich  man  of  the  ne.xt  ;  while  the  poor  man  of  the  succeed- 
ing generation,  may   be    the  son  of  the  rich  man  of  the  ]iresent. 

By  giving  this  small  amount  of  land  to  the  actual  settler,  you 
enable  him  to  provide  a  permanent  home  for  himself  and  family, 
you  not  only  do  this,  but  you  attach  him  to  the  soil  and  increase 
his  devotion  to  the  government  ;  you  thus  enable  him  to  increase 
liis  proj)erty  and  all  that  constitutes  his  wealth — make  him  not 
only  a  tax-payer  to  the  State,  but  comparitively  speaking,  iv  large 
one. 

Another  good  effect  will  result  from  this  policy,  is  this  ;  all 
the  small  tracts  of  land  not  sufficiently  valuable  to  attract  the 
attention  of  the  locator,  the  "land  speculator"  under  the  system 
adopted,  or  attemi»ted  to  be  adopted  at  the  last  8essi<m  of  tin's 
L<•gi^lature,  or  not  large  enougb  to  attract  the  attention  of  the 
locator  or  speculator  aforesaid,  or  **'to  file  his  certificate,"  will  be 
appropriatt'd  and  occupied  by  a  race  of  hardy  and  adventurous 
]ii oncers,  who  have  ever  stood  upon  the  frontier  settlements  as  a 
bulwark  between  the  densely  settlements  of  the  country,  and 
and  the  savage  foe,  from  the  time  this  contment  was  first  set- 
tled upon  and  successfully  occupied  by  the  Anglo  Saxon  race. 

Tliis  policy  which  is  proposed  by  the  bill,  will  prevent  persons 
from  settling  and  committing  tr«*spa.ssefl  on  the  lands  of  others. 
It  is  argued  by  the  enemies  of  this  bill,  that  the  public  domain 
should  be   preserved   as   a  source  of  revenue  to  the  State,  and, 
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BhonlJ  not,  thorefore,  be  donivted  1o  the  ftctual  settler.  Tliat 
under  the  land  system  of  the  heretofore  United  States,  the  set- 
tler had  to  pay  for  his  laml  and  thereby  added  to  the  receipts  of 
the  public  Treasury.  'I  his  ar<2;unient  at  first  view,  th()U,t];h  j)lau- 
fiible,  is  deceptive  ;  for  the  b'-st  mode  for  deriving  a  revenue  from 
the  public  lands,  is  to  give  it  to  those  who  will  reclaim  it  from 
the  savage  foe,  settle  them  and  pay  taxes  thereon.  All  experi- 
ence has  shown,  and  especially  for  the  past  few  years,  that  but 
little  revenue  has  ever  been  de  ived  from  the  sale  of  the  public 
lands  of  Texas,  and  in  the  opinion  of  the  undersigned,  but  little 
ever  will  be,  under  the  jjolicy  advocated  by  the  enemies  to  thifs 
bill. 

The  land  system  of  the  heretofore  United  States,  cannot 
affonl  an  argument  against  the  bill  now  under  consideration.  It 
is  true,  the  actual  settler  under  said  system,  had  to  pay  the  gov- 
ernment price  for  his  lands,  but  it  may  be  answered,  that  the 
government  prote  ted  him  in  the  occupancy  ami  enjoyment  of 
it.  While  tilling  the  soil  thus  acijuired  from  said  government, 
he  is  at  peace  and  ease.  He  is  not  required  to  carry  his  knife 
and  Colt's  revolver  to  j)rotect  himself  and  family  ami  pro]>erty 
from  the  ruthless  savage.  That  protection  has  never  yet  heen 
afforded  to  the  frontier  settles  (.>f  Texas  ;  and  here  the  analogy 
ceases,  or  rather  never  existed  between  the  two  cases.  * 

Large  amounts  of  land  have  been  set  apart  for  educational 
purposes,  and  various  charitable  institutions,  and  should  more  be 
needed,  it  can  be  set  a})art  for  those  purposes. 

For  the  ]»uri)ose  of  constructing  railroads,  16  sections,  or 
10,240  acres  of  land  to  every  mile  of  railroad  which  has  been  or 
ma}  hereafter  be  made,  have  been  donated  by  the  State.  The 
amount  granted  to  one,  will  only  amount  to  10,240  acres  of  land 
as  above  stated,  and  as  much  as  this  bill  ])roposes  to  give  to  fifty- 
one  hardy  jiiuneer  families  who  may  choose  to  settle  on  our  fron- 
tier and  avail  themselves  of  its  jtrovisions.  At  the  same  time, 
the  grant  of  lands  that  will  be  made  under  the  prt)visions  of  this 
bill,  should  it  become  a  law,  will  in  no  wise,  lessen  the  number 
of  miles  of  railroads  that  will  hereafter  be  constructed  ;  but  on 
the  contrary,  increase  their  construction  by  increasing  the  value 
of  their  lands,  and  the  necessity  for  the  roads. 

Many  other  good  reasons  might  be  added  in  favor  of  the  policy 
proposed  by  the  bill,  but  in  the  opinion  of  the  undersigned,  th« 
above  will  sniiice,  at  least  for  the  present.  It  is  true,  that  the 
undersigned  sobject  to  some  of  the  features  of  the  bill,  and  par- 
ticularly, to  the  proviso  of  the  fifth  section  ;  but  that  may  be 
obviated  by  an  amendment,  and  besides  it  does  not  materially 
militate  against  the  policy  proposed  by  the  bill. 
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Believing,  therefore,  that  the  passage  of  the  bill  will)  some 
slight  amenilments,  will  be  productive  of  a  vast  ataount  of  bene- 
fits to  the  State,  by  encouraging  settlements  upon  the  public 
lands, — by  enhancing  their  vahie  and  the  population,  and  th*; 
wealth  of  the  State  from  the  revenues  derived  fiora  taxation|; 
the  undersigned  most  earnestly  recommends  the  jjassage  of 
the  bill.

At  which  time  there  can  be  no  doubt  the  amount  realized  by 
the  sale  of  these  bonds,  can  be  repaid.  There  is  no  other  known 
source  from  which  the  present  dehcit  in  the  Treasury  can  be  sup- 
plied, and  unless  this  is  done,  there  is  imminent  danger  thai  the 
government  can  not  be  efficiently  carried  on.  Another  reason 
which  weighs  with  the  committee,  is,  that  the  United  States 
bonds  are  daily  depreciating  in  value,  and  from  the  peculiar  con- 
dition of  our  relations  with  the  Federal  Government  they 
must  still  further  and  speedily  greatly  diminish  in  value.  These 
bonds  are  set  apart  for  the  children  of  the  State,  and  it  is  im- 
perative upon  us  to  adopt  such  measures  as  will  secure  the  fund. 
The  interest  upon    the    bonds  is  distrilnited  for  educational  pur- 

S OSes,  and  there  is  great  reason  to  apprehend,  if  we  retain  the 
onds  in  the  Treasury  as  they  are,  that  the  interest  may  not  be 
met,  and  the  result  will  be,  that  the  aid  which  the  State  has 
granted  to  common  schools,  must  be  discontinued. 
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It  is  true  that  the  principal  of  these  bonds,  under  the  laws 
encouraging  railroads,  is  pledged  to  be  lent  to  railroad  compa- 
nies east  of  tlie  Trinity  river,  but  there  will  be  no  diversion  of  the 
money  i'rom  that  object,  because  the  money  will  l)e  repaid  to  the 
School  Fund,  before,  by  ])0sibility,  any  railroad  company  is  iu 
position  to  demand  the  load.

The  Judiciary  conmiittee  have  considered  a  bill  supplemental 
to  an  act  entitled  an  act  to  reduce  into  one,  and  amend  the 
several  acts  concerning  executions,  passed  January  27th,  1842. 
The  object  of  the  bill  is  to  re-enact  the  two-thirds  appraisement 
system  of  sales  under  execution,  which  was  repealed  by  the  exe- 
cution act  of  27th  January.  1842.  The  proposition  is  ])resentcd 
as  a  portion  of  the  ])ro])Osed  stay  law  k-gislation  which  is  now 
before  the  Senate  and  for  the  reasons  heretofore  assigned  by  the 
committee  during  the  present  session  against  such  legislation,  a 
majority  of  the  committee  direct  me  to  return  the  bill  to  the 
Senate  and  recommend  its  rejection.

And 
under  no  ordinary  circumstances  wuuld  they  consent  to  he  instru- 
mental even  in  the  sliglitchani^e  n(»w  ])roposed.  But  the  failure 
of  several  years  crops,  consequent  upon  lon.j  continued  dr6u<;hts 
and  the  derangement  of  the  financial  and  commercial  world 
resulting  from  the  political  conections  now  agitating  the  No'-th 
American  States  have  inaugurated  a  crisis  such  as  is  not  likely 
to  occur  again  in  a  quarter  of  a  century.  Capital  is  heing  with- 
drawn from  the  market,  our  people  are  indebted  and  can  now  by 
no  ])ossibility  obtain  the  means  of  li(iuidation  hence  the  several 
memorials  to  the  Legislature  for  a  short  respite,  until  they  can 
realize  the  proceeds  of  the  years  crop,  for  which  the  prospect  was 
never  brighter. 

The  bill  nicommended  is  simply  a  revival  of  the  aj>praisement 
law  of  1842,  which  was  the  last  of  a  scries  ot  such  laws,  which 
then  allbrded  much  relief  The  bill  is  supplemental — rej)eals  no 
law  and  exists  only  for  twelve  months,  it  then  ceases  ana  leaves 
the  present  execution  law  entn-e.

Mr.  Potter,  chairman  of  the  committee  on  the  Judi^.'iary  mado 
the  following  reports  : 

The  Judiciary  committee,  have  considered  a  bill  to  authorize 
and  require  all  forced  sales  ot  real  estate  and  negroes,  and  sales 
of  real  estate,  or  negroes,  luade  l)y  executors  and  administrators 
in  the  county  of  Nueces,  to  be  made  at  the  front  door  of  the 
La  Iletama  Mouse  in  the  city  of  Corpus  Christi,  and  direct  me 
to  return  the  same  to  the  Senate,  with  a  substitute  therefor, 
and  recommend  the  adoption  ut  the  substitute,  and  the  passage 
of  the  bill.

■^ideration  of  tlic  memorial  and  recommend  that  it  be  laid  on  tiio 
table. 

The  Judiciary  conmiittec  have  considered  a  bill  to  define  the 
the  homestead,  not  in  a  town  or  city. 

The  •22nd  section  of  the  seventh  article  of  the  constitution  of 
the  State,  defines  what  shall  constitute  a  homestead,  nor  in  a 
town  or  city,  and  the  committee  can  not  see  any  g<^od  object  to 
be  attained  at  this  time  by  legislation  on  the  sultject.  I  am 
therefore,  directed  to  return  the  bill  to  the  Senate,  and  recom- 
mend tliat  it  do  not  pass. 

The  Judieiary  committee  have  considered  a  House  bill,  pro- 
?=criliing  police  regulations  in  resjiect  to  slaves,  a  'd  a.majority  of 
the  committee  being  of  the  opinion,  that  the  present  law  on  the 
subject  is  sufficient  and  jirobably  more  efficient  than  that  pro- 
posed by  the  bill,  I  am  directed  to  return  the  bill  to  the  Senate 
and  recommend  that  it  do  not  pass. 

The  Judiciary  committee  have  considered  the  petition  of 
John  R.  Hamilton  and  wife,  and  direct  mc  to  report,  that  since 
the  action  of  the  Convention  of  the  pco[)le,  in  providing, by  or- 
ganic act,  that  the  words,  '^United  States,"  or ''United  States  of 
America,"  shall  be  considered  as  stricken  out  whenever  they 
occur  in  the  statutes  of  the  State,  and  the  Avords  :  "  Con- 
federate States  of  America,"  inserted  in  the  place  thereof  Suck 
legislation  as  is  prayed  for  in  the  petition,  is  unnecessary.

ted at  a  like  sum,  but  in  respect  to  the  latter,  this  Office  is 
without  data  to  form  a  correct  estimate.  The  above  is  also  ex- 
clusive of  forces  called  out  by  the  Convention  By  reference  to 
an  accompanying  table,  it  will  be  apparent  tint  by  the  creation 
of  a  two  per  cent.  Sinking  Fund  for  the  redemption  of  the  bonds 
and  investing  the  same  at  eight  per  cen*.  per  annum,  the  entire 
loan  would  be  li([uidated  in  less  than  twenty-one  years.

Mr.  Miller,  from  the  committee  on  Finance,  made  the  follow- 
ing report: 

The  committee  on  Finance,  have  considered  the  claim  of 
"VTilliam  Eice,  for  express  duty  in  1838,  and  instruct  me  to  re- 
port it  back  and  recommend  its  rejection.  The  claim  is  unsup- 
l)orted  by  evidence,  and  if  it  was  not  wanting  in  this  essential, 
should  have  long  since  been  settled  in  the  Court  of  the  Com- 
missioner of  Claims. 

Mr.  Duggan,  Chairman  of  the  committee  on  County  and 
County  Boundaries,  to  whom  was  referred  a  bill  to  deline  the 
boundaries  of  Hopkins  county,  reported  the  same  to  the  Senate 
and  recommended  its  passage. 

Mr.  Walker,  Chairman  of  the  committee  on  Public  Lands, 
made  the  following  report: 

The  Public  Land  committee  have  considered  the  bill  granting 
land  on  which  to  erect  buildings  for  divine  worship,  and  also  the 
memorial  of  Wm.  B.  McHenry  and  other  citizens  of  the  county 
of  Houston,  praying  for  the  passage  of  said  bill,  and  a  majority 
of  the  committee  have  instructed  mo  to  report  the  bill  and 
p(?tition  of  the  parties  to  the  Senate,   and  to   recommend  that 
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the  bill  do  not  pass,  because  the  petitioners  can  obtain  the  ten 
acres  of  land  asked  for  at  one  dollar  per  acre — the  State  price  for 
her  public  domain  at  present. 

Mr.  Walker  offered  the  following  resolution: 

Resolved  hy  the  Ler/islaiure  of  the  State  (J  Texas:  That 
uhereas  the  ninetcentli  section  of  article  first  of  the  Constitution 
of  the  State,  expressly  declaies  that  the  citizens  have  the  right 
in  a  peaceable  manner  to  assemble  together  for  their  common 
good,  and  to  apply  to  those  invested  Avith  the  power  of  Govern- 
ment for  redress  of  grievances  by  petition,  address  or  remon- 
strance. 

Therefore  he  it  resolved,  That  the  resolutions  heretofore 
passed  by  the  Senate  and  liouse  cf  Representatives  at  the  pres- 
f-nt  session,  providing  that  no  private  business  should  be  trans- 
acted during  the  present  session,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  re- 
pealed.    Read  first  time. 

Mr.  Stockdale  offered  the  following  resolution: 
Whereas,  the  Convention  ordert'd  the   printing  of  800  copies 

of  the    Constitution  of  the  Confederate    States    of  America, 

and  appointed  a  committee  to  superintend  the  same,  therefore 

llesolved,  That  an  Cfpial  number  of  copies  of  the  Constitution 
of  this  State,  as  amended,  together  with  the  Ordinances  of  the 
Convention,  be  printed  by  order  of  the  Senate,  to  accompany 
the  Constitution  of  the  Confederate  States,  provided  the  com- 
mittee of  the  Convention  assent  to  this  arrangement.     Adopted.

Mr.  Dugi!;an  introduced  a  bill  supplemental  to  the  several  acts 
oriranizinir  the  State  Government.  Read  first  and  second  times 
and  referred  to  the  committee  on  State  AlFairs. 

The  report  of  the  committee  on  Public  Lands,  upon  a  reso- 
lution requiring  them  to  take  into  consideration  the  propriety  of 
])lacing  in  market  the  alternate  sections  of  land  reserved  by  the 
State,  out  of  the  lands  surveyed  by  the  djffierent  Railroad 
Companies  charted  by  the  State,  reporting  that  further  Legisla- 
tion on  that  subject  was  unnecessary.

The  sale  to  take  place  on  the  land,  and  in  lots  of 
one  hundred  and  sixty  acres;  and  no  tract  of  a  less  size  to  be 
sold  unless  the  same  be  a  fractional  quarter  section;  and  every 
alternate  section,  of  six  hundred  and  forty  acres,  only,  to  be 
sold  at  tlic'first  sale,  the  remainino;  lands  to  be  sold  at  such  sub- 
sequent  time  as  the  Governor  may  deem  advisable;  and  no  tract 
shall  be  sold  for  less  than  one  dol]g,r  and  fifty  cents  per  acre. 

"  Section  10.  That  outstanding  treasury"  warrants,  issued  by 
the  State,  shall  l)e  receivable,  the  same  as  gold  or  silver,  in  pay- 
ment for  said  lands."

The  committee  instruct  me  to  report  the  bill  back  with  the 
facts  for  the  consideration  of  the  Senate,  with  the  following 
amendment :

Mr.  Gentry,  from  the  committee  on  State  Affairs,  to  whom 
was  referred  a  House  hill  to  encourage  the  estahlishment  of 
Manufactories  in  the  State  of  Texas,  reported  the  same  to  the 
Senate  and  recommended  its  passage  with  the  following  amend- 
ments :

Amend  third  section  by  striking  out  "five"  and  insert  "two," 
an  1  add  the  following  section  : 

.Section  4th,  That  no  person  or  persons  or  corporation,  shall 
be  entitled  to  the  benefits  of  this  act  on  any  manufacturing  es- 
tablishment in  which  a  less  amount  of  capital  is  invested  than 
ten  thousand  dollars,  on  a  greater  sum  than  one  hundred  thou- 
sand dollars,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  invested  in  a  single 
manufactory,  and 

That  this  act  take  effect  and  be  in  force  for  the  term  of  six 
years  from  and  after  its  jiassagti 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Throckmorton  the  Bill  to  supply  deficien- 
cies in  f  )rmer  appropriations  for  frontier  protection  and  to  pro- 
vide for  future  expenses,  was  taken  up  read  and  ordered  to  be  en- 
grossed; rule  suspended,  read  3d  time  and  passed. 

A  message  was  received  from  the  House  announcing  the  pas- 
sage of  the  following  bills,  which  were  severally  acted  on  as 
follows  :

Mr.  Throckmorton,  chairman  of  the  Joint  Committee  on  the 
rodnction  of  expenditures  of  the  State  Government,  made  the 
following  report  : 

The  joint  committee  on  the  Reduction  of  Expenditures  of  the 
State  Government,  have  examined  into,  and  considered  of  the 
appropriations  and  expenditures  of  the  Lunatic,  Deaf  and  Duuib 
and  Blind  Asylum. 

The  salaries  of  officers,  except  Superrntendant  of  Lunatic 
Asylum,  are  not  fixed  by  law,  but  are  lixed  by  the  Trustees  ef 
the  several  Institutions. 

The  patients  of  the  Lnuatic  Asj'lum  and  the  ])Tipi]s  of  the 
Deaf  and  Dumb  and  Blind  Asylums,  are  supported  by  the  State 
entirely,  so  far  as  j)rovisioning  and  lodging  them.  The  officers 
of  the  institution  and  their  families  are  also  lodged  and  fed  at 
the  expense  of  the  State. 

The  great  pressure  upon  the  State  Treasury,  and  the  necessity 
there  exists  for  an  increase  in  the  taxes,  and  a  corresponding  ne- 
cessity for  the  most  rigid  economy  in  the  administration  of  any 
department  of  government  have  induced  yunr  committee  to«re- 
port  the  accompanying  bill  and  to  reconnnend  its  passage. 

It  will  be  observed  in  the  bill,  we  have  proposed  that  the  ]KI- 
])ils  of  the  Deaf  Dumb  and  blind  Asyhuns  shall  not  cost  the 
State  more  than  §150  annually,  each.  We  mean  by  this,  that 
the  average  cost  of  eachpu})il  for  educating  and  sup])ortiJig  him 
Khali  not  be  a  charge  to  the  state  t'ov  more  than  that  sum,  and 
all  over  that  sum  shall  be  jiaid  liy  the  parents  or  guardians,  and 
in  the  case  of  indigents,  by  the  county  that  sends  them. 

We  suppose  by  a  rigid  system  of  economy,  (after  the  schools 
are  properly  started,)  tliat  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  per  an- 
num, each  will  support  and  educate  this  unfortunate  class  of  our 
people. 

It  is  extremely  difficult  for  us  to  determine  what  is  necessary, 
and  much  indeed,  all  reforms  and  improvements  must  be  intrusted 
in  a  great  degree,  to  the  obsen'ation  of  the  officers  and  Trustees 
of  the  several  Institutions.  If  they  are  administeied  with  pru- 
dence and  economy,  the  State  can  keej)  them  up.  But  if  ex- 
travagances and  su})erfluities  enter  into  the  administration  of 
them,  they  h;id  lit  orce  better  be  aboliahed.      We  believe   thuy 
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are  doing  great  good,  and  that  the  blessings  of  the  unfortunate 
will  be  heaped  upon  those  who  inaugurated  a  system  of  so  much 
humanity,  and  to  make  it  continuous,  and  that  thousands  of 
poor  creatures  hereafter,  may  have  cause  to  bless  the  generosity 
of  their  State,  it  is  earnestly  hoped  that  those  Trustees  and  Of- 
ficers who  control  the  several  institutions,  will  have  on  eye  and 
heart  single  to  their  permanency  and  the  blessings  which  they 
are  to  confer  upon  the  helpless  for  whose  benetit  tliey  have  been 
endowed.  The  committ-ee  are  satisfied  that  the  Trustees  and 
Officers  will  do  their  whole  duty  in  carrying  out  the  objects  had 
in  view,  in  the  endowment  of  the  several  asylums.  The  grati- 
tude of  the  whole  State  is  due  the  Trustees  of  the  several  asy- 
lums, their  labors  are  gratuitous  and  prompted  wholy  by  the 
most  benevolent  and  generous  impulses. 

A  bill  to  establish  certain  regulations  for  the  management  of 
the  Lunatic,  Deaf  and  Dumb  and  Blind  Asylums.  Head  first 
time. 

A  bill  for  the  relief  of  George  W.  Morris.  Read  and  ordered 
to  be  engrossed.

Rule  suspended  read  third  time  and  passed.

A  bill   to  amend  the  fourth,  seventh,  eighth,  fifteenth,  eigh- 
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teenth,  and  thirty-fourth  sections  of  an  act  to  provide  for  the 
assessment  and  collection  of  Taxes,  approved  February  11, 1850; 
approved  Februa'-y  11,  18G0,  • 

And  that  the  House  agreed  to  Senate's  amendment  to  the 
House  bill  to  attach  the  unorj^anized  counties  of  Wichita,  Wil- 
barger, Hardeman  and  Greer,  to  the  county  of  Clay,  so  as  to 
form  one  Land  District. 

The  question  before  the  Senate  at  its  adjournment  being,  on 
a  rereference  of  the  bill  for  the  encouragement  of  manufactories 
in  Texas,  to  the  committee  t)n  State  Aftairs. 

Mr.  Martin  moved  to  amend,  by  referring  to  the  committee  on 
Public  Lands;  upon  which  the  yeas  and  nays  were  called,  and 
stood  thus: 

Yeas — Messrs.  Blanch,  Chambers,  Duggan,  Guinn,  Herbert, 
Martin,  Miller,  Parsons,  Pitts,  Scarborough  and  Stockdale — 11. 

Nays — Messrs.  Uulaney,  Erath,  Fall,  Gentry,  Harmon,  Hyde, 
Lott,  Neal,  Potter,  Schleicher,  Shepard,  Throckmorton  and 
Walker— 13. 

Mr.  Chambers  offered  the  fallowing  amendment: 

"  Provided,  that  nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  so  con- 
strued as  to  give  or  grant  any  ])ortiun  of  land,  or  land  certifi- 
cates, to  any  manufactory  heretofore  constructed  within  the  lim- 
its of  this  State."     Lost. 

Mr.  Martin  offered  the  following  amendment: 

"  That  the  privileges  and  benefits  of  the  above  act  bhall  only 
apply  to  the  owners  of  the  first  ten  establishments  of  each  kind 
enumerated  in  this  act;  and  five  shall  be  east  of  the  Trinity 
river,  and  five  west." 

Mr.  Miller  offered  the  following  as  a  substitute  for  the  amend- 
ment proposed.     Add  the  two  following  sections: 

"  Section  — .  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  not  more  than  eight 
factories  shall  be  entitled  to  the  benefits  of  this  act;  and  four  of 
the  eight  shall  be  located  east,  and  the  other  four  west,  of  the 
Trinity  river. 

"  Sec.  — .  He  it  further  enacted,  That  before  any  of  the 
land  certificates  provided  for  liy  this  act  shall  issue,  the  company 
or  person  to  wh-  m  they  are  to  be  issued  shall  execute  to  the 
State  Vjond,  with  at  least  three  good  securities,  to  be  approved 
by  the  Comm  ssi<tner  of  the  General  Land  Office,  in  a  sum  e(]ual 
to  the  value  of  the  certificates  to  be  issued  as  fixed  by  law  for 
landscrip,  cocditicntd  lor  the  fnilliiul  difervance  of  all  the 
obligations  imposed  on  such  comj>any,  or  persons,  by  this  act, 
and  for  the  continuance  of  the  investment  for  which  the  certifi- 
cates are  to  issue,  for,  and  during,  the  term  of  ten  years."    Lost. 
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The  questii)n  recurring;  njion  the  adoption  of  I\Ir.  Martin's 
anicndii  ent,  was  ]>ut  ancl  lost. 

Mr.  I>hint'h  otlVrcd  tJi^'  i'dlliwini;  amendment: 

Strike  out  '^  $10,000"  when  it  occurs,  and  insert  "31000." 

Mr.  Hy(fe  moved  to  refer  to  the  committee  on  ISt-ate  ADairs, 
with  instructions  to  report  to-morrow.     Lost. 

Mr.  Herbert  moved  to  indefinitely  postpone  the  amendment, 
and  the  bill.     The  yeas  and  nays  stood  as  fblUtws:

Mr.  Potter  moved  the  [)revious  question,  wiiich  was  ordered; 
n])on  which, 

Mr.  Martin  moved  a  call  of  the   Senate,  which  was  sustained. 

Mr.  Shepard  moved  to  suspend  the  call.     Lost. 

Mr.  Stockdale,  chairman  of  the  committee  on  Enrolled  Bills, 
reported : 

A  joint  resolution  in  relation  to  the  Ptevenue  Cutter  "  Dodge,"' 
correctly  enrolled,  pr(t[)erly  signed,  and  this  day  i)resented  to  the 
Governor. 

A  bill  providing  means  for  the  payment  of  cia'tain  debts  cre- 
ated by  authority  of  the  late  Convention  of  the  Pec])le  of  the 
State  of  Texas,  with  the  report  of  the  committee  on  Finance, 
olTering  amendments  thereto,  was  read,  amendments  adopted, 
and  bill  ordered  to  be  engrossed. 

Mr.  Gentry  made  the  following  report: 

The  special  committee,  to  which  was  referred  the  House  bill 
authorizing  a  loan,  and  imposing  a  s])ecitic  tax  to  meet  the  ])riii- 
cipal  and  interest  thereof,  and  s})ecitying  how  the  money  arising 
from  the  loan  shall  be  applied,  liave  considered  tiie  same,  ai.'d  1 
am  instructed  to  report  tlu^  bill  back  to  the  Senate,  with  the 
following  amendments;  and  recommend  the  adoption  of  the 
amendments,  and  the  passage  of  the  bill: 

First  amendment:     Substitute  for  the  caption  the  following: 

"  A  bill  authorizing  a  loan,  and  imposing  a  specific  tax  to 
meet  the  i)rincipal  and  interest  theret)f,  under  the  ])rovi8ions  of 
the  thirty-third  section  of  the  seventh  article  of  the  Constitu- 
tion of  the  State.*' 

Second:  Substitute  the  following  for  the  first  and  second 
sections: 

"  Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  Inj  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of 
Texas,  That  the  Governor  of  the  State  of  Texas  shall  cause  to 
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be  executed  the  bonds  of  the  State  for  tlic  stim  of  one  million 
dollars,  in  sums  of  one  thousand  dollars  each,  redeemable  in  six- 
teen v'^ars,  and  bearing  interest  at  the  rate  of  eight  per  centum 
per  annum,  payable  pcmi-annually;  with  coupons  for  the  semi- 
annual interest  attached,  payable  on  the  first  of  July  and  first 
of  January  of  each  year.  The  bonds  shall  be  signed  by  the 
Governor  and  Treasurer,  and  shall  be  registered  by  the  Comi)- 
troller,  who  shall  certify  the  fact  of  such  registration  on  the 
back  of  the  bonds;  and  the  coupons  shall  be  signed  by  the  Trea- 
surer. The  bonds  and  coupons  shall  be  payable  at  some  bank  in 
the  city  of  New  Orleans,  in  the  State  of  Louisiana." 

Third:  Substitute  the  f dlowing  for  section  3: 

"  Section*  2  The  Governor  shnll  ap})oint  an  agent  to  nego- 
tiate the  sale  of  said  bonds,  from  time  to  time,  and  to  place  the 
proceeds  of  such  sales  in  some  bank  in  the  city  of  New  Orleans, 
to  be  subject  to  the  order  of  the  Comptroller  of  the  State,  and 
by  him  to  be  placed  in  the  State  Treasury.  Said  agent  shall 
be  governed  by  the  instructions  of  the  Governor.'' 

Fourth:  Substitute,  for  section  4,  the  following: 

"  Section  3.  The  ])roeeeds  of  the  sales  of  said  bonds  shall  be 
applied  to  the  following  objects,  and  to  no  other  purpose  what- 
ever: 

"  To  the  payment  of  all  indebtedness  of  the  State  created 
for  the  defence  of  the  frontier,  and  to  the  payment  of  appropria- 
tions which  have  been,  or  may  hereafter  Ije,  made  for  the  mili- 
tary defence  of  the  State. 

"  To  the  repayment  of  all  the  disbursements  made  from  the 
treasury,  or  anticipated  from  the  accruing  revenue  of  the  State, 
or  from  any  8])ecial  fund  or  funds  in  the  State  Treasury,  to  meet 
approj)riations  to  pay  the  expenses  of  the  State  Convention,  and 
of  the  extra  and  adjourned  sessions  of  the  Eighth  Legislature. 

"  To  the  payment  of  all  appropriations  made  to  meet  the 
debts  created,  or  incurred,  by  authority  of  the  State  Convention, 
and  to  meet  any  deficit  in  approjmations  made  to  meet  the  ex- 
penses of  said  Convention,  »nd  of  the  expenses  of  the  extra  and 
adjourned  sessions  of  the  Eighth  Legislature. 

"To  the  payment  of  any  deficit  in  the  appropriations  made 
to  meet  the  ordinary  expenses  of  the  Government  for  the  year 
1861,  arising  from  the  anticipation  of  the  revenue  to  meet  ex- 
traordinary demands.  • 

"Fifth:  .(\mend  fifth  section  by  striking  out  of  second  line 
from  bottom  the  words  'may  now  V)e,'  and  inserting  the  word« 
'  is  now ',  and  make  the  fifth  section  the  fourth;  the  sixth  section 
the  fifth;  and  the  seventh  section  the  fiixth. 
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"  Sixth:  Amojul  the  sixth  section,  as  renumbered,  by  adding 
the  following  Itinviso: 

"Provided,  that  whenever  the  State  shall  have  retained  and 
cancelled  one-fourth  of 'this  issue  of  one  million  dollars  of  bonds, 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Comptroller  of  the  State  to  docrejise 
the  sjx'cihc  tax  herein  jirovided  for  one  cent,  on  the  one  hundred 
dollars  of  the  value  of  the  real  and  personal  property  assessed; 
and  upon  the  retirin<T  of  each  additional  sum  of  two  hundred 
and  fifty  thousand  dollars  of  this  issue  of  bonds,  one  cent,  on 
the  one  hundred  dollars  of  said  specific  tax  shall  be  taken  oiT. 

"  Seventh:  Substitute,  for  section  8,  the  following: 

"  Section  7.  The  money  realized  by  the  specific  tax  provided 
for  in  this  act  shall  be  applied,  first,  to  the  j)ayment  of  the  inte- 
rest coupons  maturing  upon  tlii>  issue  of  bonds,  and  the  residue 
shall  be  deposited  iu  the  State  Treasury,  nnd  constitute  a  special 
sinking  fund  for  the  redemption  of  the  principal  of  said  bonds. 
Whenever  fifty  thousand  dollars  of  said  sinking  fund  ^hall  have 
accunuilated  in  the  Treasury,  it  shall  be  the  d\ity  of  the  Gov- 
ernor to  cause  the  Comptroller  and  Treasurer  to  invest  said 
amount  in  the  redemption  of  said  bonds.  F(»r  which  purpose 
the  Comptroller  shall  give  thirty  days  notice,  by  publication  in 
one  newspa])er  })rinted  in  the  city  of  New  Orleans,  and  one  in 
the  city  of  Austin,  that  he  will  redeem,  or  ])urchase,  said 
amount  of  bonds  from  the  lowest  bidder;  and  he  shall  receive 
sealed  ])roposals  therefor,  to  be  opened  by  him  in  the  ])R\sence  of 
the  Governor  and  Treasurer,  and  he  shall  redeem  the  bonds  of- 
fered at  the  lowest  rates:  provided,  that  in  no  instance  shall 
said  officers  pay  a  higher  rate  for  said  bonds  than  ten  ])er  centum 
jiremium  on  their  value;  and  further  ;)ror/(As(^,  that  in  case  they 
cannot  be  jturchased  at  a  rate  within  the  limits  aforesaid,  then 
the  said  officers  may  invest  said  sinking  fund  in  the  bonds  of 
the  Confederate  States  of  America,  rrovidtd,  they  can  bo  ob- 
tained within  the  same  limits  as  to  price,  and  said  federal  bonds 
shall  be  placed  in  said  sj)ecial  sinking  fund. 

''Eighth:  Substitute  for  section  U,  (and  make  it  section  8,) 
the  following: 

"  Section  8.  The  plate  upon  which  the  bonds  are  engraved 
shall  be  returned  to  the  Governor  and  Comptroller,  with  the 
bonds,  and  shall  be  by  them  destroyed. 

'*  Ninth:  Make  section  10  section  9;  make  section  11  section 
10;  make  section  12  section  11." 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Potter,  the  rule  was  suspended,  and  the 
report  and  bill  was  made  the  special  order  for  to-morow,  at 
twelve  o'clock. 
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Mr.  Throckmorton,  in  behalf  of  the  joint  committee  on  the 
Reduction  of  Expenditures  of  the  State  Government,  made  the 
followino;  report: 

Yonr  committee  have  examined  into,  and  considered  of,  the 
appropriations  and  expenditures  of  the  Lunatic,  Deaf  and  Dumb, 
and  Blind  Asylums.  The  salaries  of  officers  for  the  asylums, 
(excejit  superintendent  of  Lunatic  Asylum,)  are  not  fixed  l)y 
law,  hut  are  fixed  i)y  the  trustees  of  the  several  institutions. 

The  patients  of  the  Lunatic  Asylum,  and  the  jmjiils  of  the 
Deaf  and  Dumb,  and  Blind  Aayluiu8,|are  sujiported  by  the  State 
entirely,  so  far  as  provisioning  and  lodging  them.  The  officers 
of  the  institutions,  and  their  families,  are  also  lodged,  and  fed, 
at  the  expense  of  the  State.  The  great  pressure  upon  the  State 
Treasury,  and  the  necessity  there  exists  for  an  increase  in  the 
taxes,  and  a  corresponding  necessity  for  the  most  rigid  economy 
in  the  administration  of  every  department  of  government,  have 
induced  your  committee  to  report  the  accompanying  bill,  and  to 
recommend  its  passage. 

It  will  be  observed,  in  the  bill  we  have  jiroposed,  that  the  pu- 
pils of  the  Deaf  and  Dumb,  and  Blind  Asylums,  shall  not  cost 
the  State  more  than  ^LIO  00,  annually,  each.  We  mean  by 
this,  that  the  average  cost  of  each  pupil,  for  educating  and  sup- 
porting hiiu,  shall  not  be  a  charge  to  the  State  for  more  than 
that  sum ;  and  all  over  that  sum  shall  be  paid  by  the  parents  or 
guardians,  and,  in  the  case  of  the  indigent,  by  the  county  that 
sends  them.  We  suppose,  by  a  rigid  system  of  economy,  (after 
the  schools  are  properly  started,)  that  one  hundred  and  fifty  dol- 
lars per  annum  will  support  and  educate  this  unfortunate  class 
of  our  people. 

It  is  extremely  difficult  for  us  to  determine  what  in  necessary, 
and  much,  indeed,  all  reforms  and  improvements,  must  be  en- 
trusted, in  a  great  degree,  to  the  observation  of  the  officers  and 
trustees  of  the  several  institutions.  If  they  are  administered 
with  prudence  and  economy,  the  State  can  keep  them  up.  But 
if  extravagancies  and  superfluities  enter  into  the  admistration  of 
them,  they  had,  at  once,  better  be  abolished. 

We  believe  they  are  doing  great  good,  and  that  the  blessings 
of  tlie  unfortunate  will  be  hcaprnl  upnn  those  who  inaugurated  a 
system  of  so  much  humanity.  And  to  make  it  continuous,  and 
that  thotisands  of  poor  creatures  hereafter  may  have  cause  to 
bk'ss  the  generosity  of  their  State,  it  is  earnestly  hoped  that 
thope  trustees  and  officers  who  control  the  several  institutions 
will  have  an  eye,  and  a  heart,  single  to  their  permanency,  and 
the  blessings  which  they  are  to  confer  upon  the  helpless,  for 
whose  benefit  they  have  been  endowed. 
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The  coramittoe  are  satisfied  that  the  trustees  and  officers  will 
do  their  whole  duty,  in  carrying  out  the  o]>jects  had  in  view  in 
tlie  cndownunt  of  the  several  asylums.  The  gratitude  of  the 
whole  State  is  due  the  trustees  of  the  several  aj-yluins.  Their 
labors  are  gratuittjus,  and  })rouipted  wholly  by  the  must  Wuevo- 
lent  and  generous  impulses. 

On  motion,  the  Senate  adjourned  until  ten  o'clock,  to-morrow 
niurning. 


Thursday,  A])ril  4th,  1861. 

Senate  met  pursuant  to  adjournment.  Prayer  l)y  the  Chaplain 
— roll  called — quorum  present — the  journal  of  yesterday  was 
read  and  adopted. 

M#  Shc[)ard,  chairman  of  committee  on  State  Affairs  made 
the  tollowing  reports  : 

The  committee  on  State  Affairs,  to  whom  was  referred  a  reso- 
lution for  the  re])cal  :of  a  former  resolution,  ])roviding  that  no 
business  of  a  private  nature  should  be  transacted  during  the 
present  session,  have  consiilered  the  same  and  instruct  me  to  re- 
j)ort  that-  it  is  now  too  late  in  the  session,  to  make  it  of  any 
jiractical  benefit,  they  therefore  recommend  that  it  be  laid  on 
the  table. 

The  committee  on  State  Affairs,  to  whom  was  referred  a  bill 
lor  the  disposition  of  run-away  slaves,  have  considered  the  same 
and  instruct  me  to  report  the  same  to  the  Senate,  and  recommend 
its  passage. 

The  committee  on  State  Affairs,  to  whom  was  referred  a  bill 
for  the  relief  of  the  Commissioner  of  the  Boundary  Survey, 
liave  had  the  same  under  consideration,  and  a  majority  thereof 
instruct  me  to  re})ort  the  bill  to  the  Senate,  with  the  recommenda- 
tion that  the  same  be  rejected  ,  for  the  reason,  that  its  j)rovi8- 
ions  are  in  du'cct  contravention  with  the  25th  section.  Article 
third  of  the  constitution  of  the  State  of  Texas. 

The  committee  on  State  Aifairs,  to  whom  was  referred  a  peti- 
tion of  sundry  citizens  of  Tyler  county,  for  the  relief  of  sheriffs, 
have  considered  the  same  and  instruct  me  to  report  it  as  inex- 
pedient to  grant  the  prayer  of  j)etitioners,  and  therefore  the  com- 
mittee recommend  that  the  petition  be  indefinately  postponed 
and  that  tln.'y  be  discharged  from  further  consideration  of  the 
s.ime. 

The  committee  on  State  Aifairs,  to  Avhom  was  referred  a  bill 
presrcibing  the  duties  and  obligations  in   certain  cases  of  com- 
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mission  merchants,  factors  and  others,  have  had  the  same  under 
consideration,  an  I  a  mijority  of  the  committee  instruct  me  to 
re])ort  that  in  their  opinion  such  le<];islation  is  inexpedient  and 
unnecessary,  they  therefore  recommend  the  rejection  of  the  bill. 

Mr.  Fall,  chairman  of  committ(»e  on  Eno;rossed  liills,  reported 
correctly  engrossed,  a  bill  to  provide  for  the  sale  of  land  ceded 
to  the  United  States  government  for  Indian  purposes  by  act  of 
the  Legislature,  approved  Feb.,  6,  1854. 

Mr.  Hyde,  chairman  of  the  committee  on  Private  Land 
Claims,  made  the  following  report  : 

The  committee  on  Private  Land  Claims,  to  whom  was  refer- 
red a  bill  for  the  relief  of  Charles  Linney,  have  considered  the 
same,  and  have  instructed  me  to  refer  the  same  back  and  recom- 
mend a  substitute,  and  recommend  its  adojUion  and  passage. 

The  said  Charles  Linney,  was  a  citizen  of  Te.xas  and  a  Car- 
ried man,  previous  to  the  Declaration  of  Independence  in  1836, 
and  is  still  a  citizen.  He  presented  his  claim  to  the  Court  of 
Claims,  with  the  witnesses,  which  Court  approved  the  claim. 
Since  which  time  the  witnesses  have  both  died,  but  were  well 
known  to  Hon.  G.  B.  Erath. 

James  Adams  received  a  certificate  for  a  headright,  which 
was  issued  after  the  closing  of  the  Land  Office  in  1835,  which 
has  been  declared  void,  and  his  heirs  claim  this  certificate  in  lieu 
of  the  former. 

Mr.  Duggan,  from  the  committee  on  Claims  and  Accounts, 
made  the  following  report : 

Your  committee  on  Claims  and  Accounts,  to  which  was  refer- 
red the  petition  of  Samuel  Everett,  asking  for  relief,  have  exam- 
ined the  same,  and  find  that  the  said  Everett  was  on  the  third 
of  November,  1859,  wounded  in  an  Indian  fight,  receiving  a 
severe  wound  in  the  face,  disfifjuring  him  very  much,  and  another  in 
the  arm,  disabling  him.  Said  Everett,  was  seiving  in  the  com- 
pany commanaed  by  T.  J.  Hales. 

A  majority  of  your  committee  instnict  me  to  report  the 
accompanying  bill,  and  recommend  its  passage. 

A  bill  f  n  the  relief  of  Saml.  P^verett.     Read  first  time. 

Mr.  Potter,  chairman  of  the  Judiciary  committee,  made  the 
following  report : 

The  Judiciary  committee,  have  considered  a  joint  resolution 
pro])osing  an  amendment  to  the  seventh  article  of  the  constitu- 
tion. Under  the  provisions  of  the  constitution,  no  amendment 
of  the  constitution  can  be  propoR<Ml  by  the  Legislature,  except, 
at  a  regular  biennial  session.

Mr.  Dulaney  introduced  a  joint  resolution,  remicsting  the

The  object  of  the  bill  ajjpears  to  be  to  prevent  persons  from 
chartering  steam  boats  or  otlier  vesels  engaged  in  the  Texas 
trade,  for  the  purpose  of  shipping  stock  from  the  State.  The 
committee  can  see  no  good  reason  for  the  proposed  legi.slation  as 
a  matter  of  propriety  or  expediency,  nor  why  the  legislature 
should  attempt  to  intervene  in  matters  of  contract  of  this  kind 
when  so  many  of  our  people  are  interested  ;  certainly -it  would 
not  be  wise  to  prohibit  the  slii))ment  of  stock  from  our  State  at 
this  time,  and  if  not,  the  trade  should  be  left  open  to  be  carried 
on  by  every  pei-son  as  may  be  most  beneficial  to  him.  I  am 
therefore  directed  by  the  committee  to  return  the  bill  to  the 
Senate  and  recommend  that  it  do  not  ])ass.

Mr.  Blanch  moved  to  lay  the  substitute  on  the  table.  Carried. 
The  question  was  then  taken  on  Mr.  Herbert's  amendment,  and 
carried;  whereupon. 
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Mr.  Blancli  moved  the  previous  question,  which  was  ordered. 
The  bill  then  })asscd  to  a  third  reading.  Rule  suspended,  read 
third  time,  and  passed. 

A  bill  requiring  the  Commissioner  of  the  General  Land  Office 
to  issue  patents  upon  surveys  heretofore  made  not  in  the  form 
required  by  law.  Head  second  time,  and  ordered  to  be  en- 
grossed. 

A  bill  to  regulate  Ferries.  Read  second  time,  and  ordered  to 
be  engrossed.     Rule  suspended,  read  third  time,  and  passed. 

A  bill  providing  for  the  disposition  of  Runaway  Slaves.  Read 
and  passed  to  a  third  reading.  Rule  susjiended,  read  third 
time,  and  jiassed. 

Mr.  Potter  introduced  a  bill  to  provide  for  printing  the  Jour- 
nals of  the  Convention.  Read  first  time.  Rule  suspended.* 
Read  second  time,  and  ordered  to  be  engrossed. 

Mr.  Shcpard  moved  to  strike  out  "  600  copies",  and  insert 
"  1000  copies." 

Mr.  Herbert  moved  to  lay  on  the  table.  Carried.  Rule  sus- 
pended.    Bill  read  third  time,  and  ])assed. 

A  message  was  received  from  the  House,  informing  the  Senate 
of  the  passage  of  a  joint  resolution  concerning  founderies  in 
Texas.  Read  first  time.  Rule  suspended,  read  second  time, 
and  ])assed  to  a  third  reading;  rule  further  suspended,  read  third 
time  and  )  assed. 

Mr.  Throckmorton  olTered  the  following  resolution: 

^'■Resolved,  That  the  secretary  of  the  Senate  pay  out  of  the 
contingent  fund  of  the  Senate  the  sum  of  $250,  to  be  placed  in 
the  hands  of  the  Senator  from  Nueces,  to  pay  the  physicians' 
bills  and  funeral  expenses  ot  the  late  General  Forbes  Britton." 
^\dopted. 

A  Joint  Resolution  for  co-operation  with  the  Cpnfederate 
States.     Laid  on  the  table. 

The  report  of  the  committee  on  State  Affairs,  on  the  petition 
of  sundry  citizens  of  Tyler  county  relative  to  sheriffs,  recom- 
mending its  indefinite  postponement,  was  adopted. 

A  bill  ])rescril)ing  tlie  duties  and  obligations,  in  certain  case*, 
of  Commission  Merchants,  Factors  and  others,  on  report  of  com- 
mittee OQ  State  Affairs,  recommending  its  rejection.  Report 
adopted. 

A  bill  for  the  relief  of  the  Commissioner  of  the  Boundary 
Survey  was  rejected  on  the  report  of  the  committee  on  State 
Affairs. 

The  report  of  committee  on  State  Affairs,  on  a  Resolution  re- 
pealing a  Resolution  in  relation  to  private  business,  recommend- 
ing that  it  be  laid  on  the  table,  was  adopted. 
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The  report  of  (lie  Judiciary  committee,  askinp^  to  be  dis- 
charu;ed  from  further  consideration  of  a  resolution  proposing 
Auu'iulinents  to  the  seventh  article  of  the  Constitution,  was 
adopted. 

The  re])nrt  of  the  committee  on  Private  Land  Claims  on  the 
petition  of  Charles  Linn^y  and  James  Adams,  was  laid  on  the 
table. 

A  bill  for  the  relief  of  certain  persons  therein  named.  Read 
second  time. 

Mr.  Walker  moved  to  amend  by  addinjjj  the  names  of  Julm 
Brown,  and  Mrs.  tSherman  of  Parker  county.     Adopted. 

Mr.  Erath  moved  to  amend  by  adding  the  fullow^in<;;:  Pierce, 
of  Coryell  county;  Johnson,  of  Brown;  Bagirett,  of  Comanche; 
Lemsley,  of  Eratii;  Bean,  killed  in  Bosque;  Rentfrow,  of  Bos- 
que; RifXgs,  of  Bell;  Bin  Van  Hock,  of  Lampasss.  and  all  other 
persons  whose  ])arents,  husbands,  or  wives,  have  been  kille(l  or 
wounded  by  the  Indians.  Adopted.  The  bill  was  then  laid  on 
the  table. 

The  Senate  refused  to  concur  in  the  amendment  of  the  IIouRe 
to  a  bill  to  refund  the  e.Kpenses,  and  to  pay  S  P.  HoUings worth 
and  Captain  Jno.  G.  Todd  for  certain  services. 

Mr,  Stockdale,  from  the  committee  on  Internal  Improve- 
ments, reported  a  House  bill  supj)lementary  to  an  art  to  provide 
for  the  investment  of  the  special  school  fund  in  the  bonds  of 
Railroad  Companies,  and  a  Senate  bill  of  like  import,  and  re- 
commended that  they  do  not  pass. 

Mr.  Miller,  chairman  of  the  Finance  committee,  reported, 
that  it  was  unnecessary  to  act  upon  the  following  matters,  re- 
ferred to  that  committee: 

A  bill  to  authorize  the  Treasurer  to  ]^ay  out  the  several  siims 
of  money  appropriated  to  supply  deficiencies  in  former  appro- 
j)riations,  etc. 

A  bill  authorizing  the  sale  of  State  bonds,  etc.,  and  a  resolu- 
luticm  in  relati(jn  to  officers,  etc. 

Also,  a  bill  authorizing  the  sale  of  Austin  City  Lots,  etc.,  re- 
commending its  indefinite  ])ostponement. 

Mr.  Potter,  chaii'man  of  the  Judiciary  committee,  returned 
the  following  subjects  matter,  to  that  committee  referred,  and 
asked  that  tliey  be  severally  laid  on  the  table:

Mr.  Throckmorton  made  the  followinf;  report: 

The  joint  committee  on  the  Reduction  of  Expenditures,  would 
report,  that  the  several  bills  heretofore  reported  by  them,  if 
passed,  will  save  the  State  over  ^25,000,  and  if  the  reforms  sug- 
gested in  the  several  asylums  are  carried  out,  there  will  be  an 
additional  saving  of  several  thousand  dollars. 

The  committee  regret  that  the  limited  time  allowed  hna  pre- 
cluded their  instituting  a  thorough  reformation  in  many  other 
departments  which,  in  the  present  embarrassed  condition  of  tho 
finances,  i?  absolutely  demanded.  Much  labor  and  careful  study 
has  been  bestowed  by  the  committee  on  the  gubject  of  an  entire 
reorganization  of  the  judicial  districtB  of  the  State.  This  is  a 
reform,  of  all  others,  which  seriously  demands  the  attention  of 
the  Legislature;  and  the  hope  is  entertained  that  the  next  Legis- 
lature will  at  once  arrest  an  evil  of  such  magnitude,  and 
promptly  relieve  tlie  treasury  of  the  heavy  burden  which  the 
present  extravagant  judicial  district  system  has  fastened  upon  it. 

Five  of  the  districts  can  be  dispensed  with,  and  the  labor  of 
each  judge  equalized  to  about  thirty-two  or  thirty-four  weeks, 
annnally.  As  it  now  is,  some  judges  work  as  high  as  forty-two 
weeks,  and  others  have  but  little  labor  to  perform. 

In  proposing  the  reduction  of  salaries,  the  committee  have 
bec.'U  jtrompted  by  a  strict  sense  of  duty.  A  number  of  the 
committee  believe  that  we  have  fallen  short  of  what  should 
have  lx?en  done  in  this  regard.  The  salaries  of  all  the  officers  of 
the  State  Government  are  liberal.  It  has  been  but  a  few  yeara 
since  they  were  increased;  but  it  was  at  a  time  when  the  trea- 
sury was  overflowing,  when  the  >State  innen  were  relinquished  to 
the  counties,  and  the  rate  of  taxation  reduced.  Now  our  con- 
dition is  very  different.  We  an-  in  debt,  an<l  jireparing  to  ob- 
tain a  loan  of  one  million  of  dollam.  In  this  we  n)ay  not  suc- 
ceed as  wc  desire.  But  whether  we  succeed  or  not,  the  taxes 
nccensarily  must  be  increased.  Therefore  we  should  do  whatever 
we  can  to  reduce  the  expenses  of  the  government,  so  far  as  it 
can  1x3  done  without  detriment  to  the  public  interest. 

Your  comnutte^*  have  not  had  time  to  j>erfect  but  little  of 
what  is  really  denjanded  of  the  I.«egislature,  and  we  can  only 
hope  that  the  next  Legislature  will   do  that  which  the  limited 
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time  of   the  session,  and  our  many  prepsinfr  enrjai^cmcnts,  liave 
precluded  us  from  doing.     Res  pert  fully  submitted.

Mr.  Throckmorton  addressed  the  Senate  as  follows  : 

Mr.  Prksiuent  :  I  arise  to  announce  the  death  of  tlie  Hon. 
Sam  Bo;;art,  late  a  member  of  the  House  of  Representatives, 
and  for  many  years  a  member  of  one  branch  or  the  other  of  the 
Lei:;islature  of  this  State. 

The  deceased  was  known  to  most  of  the  members  of  this  body, 
and  to  many  of  them,  intimately. 

Major  Bogart  was  no  common  man.  In  many  of  the  attri- 
butes which  enoble  the  human  heart  and  dignify  the  luiman 
minil,  he  ha<l  few  sujteriors  among  his  comjiecrs.  None  who 
knew  him  will  ever  forget  his  devotion  to  principle,  or  the  tenac- 
ity with  which  he  adhered  to  whatever  he  conceived  to  be  right. 
He  was  a  native  of  Tennessee.  At  an  early  ago  he  enlisted  in 
the  service  of  his  cotmtry,  and  was  under  General  Jackson  at 
New  Orleans.  He  was  in  the  engage-ment  on  the  night  of  the 
23(1  of  December,  and  was  one  of  the  noble  band  ot  men  who 
won  imperishable  renown  for  the  American  arms  in  the  memora- 
ble achievement  of  the  eighth  of  January.  I  have  heard  him 
describe  the  scenes  of  that  eventful  day,  and  the  im[)ressionH 
made  upon  my  mind  by  his  simple,  yet  forcible  description  of 
the  terrible  grandeur  of  that  bloody  iield  of  carnage,  of  suder- 
ing  and  heroism  were  far  more  vivid  and  impressive  than  any 
thing  I  have  met  with  in  the  studied  ])ages  of  history.  I  have 
not  the  material  that  will  enable  me  to  give  any  tiling  like  a 
correct  history  of  the  chequered  career  of  the  deceased.  I  have 
known  him  intimately  and  well  for  twelve  years.  His  will  wa» 
of  the  most  determined  and  ir  )ii  character.  When  his  mind 
was  once  made  up  it  was  larely  t/er  changed.  In  my  humble 
judgement  in  the  characteristics  of  courage,  energy,  firnmess 
and  a  determined  will  no  man  ever  more  nearly  approached  the 
character  of  General  Jackson  than  did  the  (leceaaed.  His  at- 
tachment to  friends  was  stronj^  and  unfhanij;ini',  and  his  dislikes 
were  iiard  to  overcome,  but  when  his  forgiveness  was  once 
obtained,  it  was  frank  and  cordial.  The  combined  ])Owera  of 
earth  could  not  drive  or  intimidate  him.  He  would  have  sutFer- 
ed  death  rather  than  yield  to  threats,  force  or  dictation.  Yet 
he  was  easily  controlled  by  those  in  whose  judgment  and  integ- 
rity he  had  conridence.     His  patriotism  was  of  the  loftiff'st  char- 
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actcr,  and  his  love  of  country  was  ardent  and  sincere.  In  poli- 
tics, he  was  in  the  most  enlarjied  sense  of  the  term,  a  Jackson 
Democrat.  His  age  and  enfeebled  health  did  not  permit  him  to 
enter  into  the  excitement  which  has  so  recently  swept  over  the 
country. 

In  justice  to   the  memory  of  my  deceased  friend,  I  take  this 
occasion  to  say  that  he  was  fully  impressed  with  the  conviction 
that  the   recent   movement  of  stccssion  in  the   Southern  States 
was   calculated    to   do   much   harm  to  our  whole  country,  and 
especially   t.o  our  own  section.     Mo  one  surpassed  him  in  devo- 
tion to  the    South,  and    to  her  peculiar  institutions.     Yet  his 
heart  was  large  enough  tn  embrace  every  section  of  our  wide 
ext<'ndcd    land.     He   condemned    in    the    strongest  manner  the 
aggressions  of  the  Republican  jiarty,  and  was  fully  impressed  as 
to   the  necessity  of  resistence  to  those  aggressions  by  the  people 
of  the    South.     But  sir,  he   believed    the   best  interest  of  the 
South  required  that  resistance  should  be  made  in  such  a  manner 
as  would  command    the    attention   atid   respect  of  every  true 
patriot  in  the  land.     He  believed  there  should  be  such  unity  of 
action  on  the  i)art  of  the  Southern  S  atcs  as  would  convince  the 
cohorts  of  Black  Republicanism  that  we  were  in  earnest,  and 
that  a  united    South  was  determined  at  once  and  forever  to  put 
an  end  to  their  encroachments.     But  I  will  not  detain  the  Sen- 
ate by  farther  stating  the   reasons  why  the  deceased  patriot  did 
not  coincide  in  o})inion    with    the   great   mass  oi'  the  people  of 
Texas   upon    the  question   of    secession,     1    have  made   these 
allusions  to  vindicate  the   memory  of  the  deceased  from  an  un- 
worthy charge,  made  by  ])ersons  who  know  nothing  of  his  opin- 
ions, that  he  was  not  true   to  the  section  that  gave  him  birth, 
and  that  he  was  for  making  au   armed  resistence  to  the  will  of 
the   people.     Sir,  while    this    miserable   falsehood   was  burning 
blistering  upon  tlie  lips  that  uttered  it,  and  whilst  it   was  going 
the  rounds  of  an  unscrupulous  press,  the  care  worn  patriot  and 
soldier  who  had  been  in  the  service  of  his  country  for  more  than 
forty  years,  and  who   had   shared  in  the  glories  ot  many   a  hard 
fought    V»attle    fi<M,    was   lingering    on   the    bed  of  death  ;  and 
while  this  vile  slander  was  being  repeated,  by  men  who  had  nut 
been  in  Texas   long   enough    to  shake    the  dust  of  frecsoil  from 
their  unhallowed  feet,  the  dying  patriot  was  offering  up  prayers  to 
Him  who  riiles  the  destinies  of  nations,  intereeding  for  itis  dis- 
tracted   country.     Sir,  I  s,at  by  the  side  of  that  couch  of  death, 
but  a  few  hours  before  I  started  on  my  return  to  this   jilace,  antl 
as  I  held   the    hand  of  the   noble  old    man  for  the  last  time,  he 
invoked   the  chose^t  blessings  of  Heaven  tor   his  countrv,  and 
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prayed  that  the  bleeding  wounds  tliat  were  exhausting  the  life 
l)lui)d  of  the  nation  might  be  healed.  And,  sir,  as  he  gave  uie 
his  blessing,  and  urged  me  to  remain  firm  in  defense  of  the 
rights  and  liberties  of  the  people  ;  he  requested  that  I  should 
do  ni)  act  wliich  would  engender  heart  burnings  and  bitterness 
among  our  own  }>eople.  1  would  to  God,  that  every  true  patriot 
in  tlie  State  could  have  witnessed  that  scene,  and  felt  tlie  sol- 
enmity  of  that  hour.  Its  imi)res3ivenes8  will  forever  linger  in 
the  chambers  of  my  memory,  and  the  fervent  admonitions  of  the 
dying  patriarch  shall  be  cherished  in  my  heart  while  life  lasts, 
em  an  incentive  to  the  loftiest  patriotism,  and  loyalty  to  the  tru- 
est interests  of  my  county. 

Mr.  President,  since  oUr  adjournment  here  a  few  weeks  since, 
the  destroyer  Death,  has  selected  as  a  victim  one  of  our  own 
body  ;  one  too,  who  occupied  a  warm  ])laGe  in  the  hearts  of  all 
who  knew  him.  The  Senate  has  already  ])aid  the  last  tribute  of  re- 
spect to  his  memory,  and  I  would  not  now  recur  to  so  melancholy  a 
subject,  were  it  not  that  wlien  the  resolutions  in  regard  to  the 
death  of  our  brother,  were  adoj)ied,  I  was  wholy  incapable  of 
giving  utterance  to  my  feelings.  I  have  no  hinguage  sufficient 
to  express  the  affection  I  feel  for  my  friend,  or,  to  adequately 
express  the  admiration  I  entertained  for  the  many  rare  qualities 
of  his  head  and  heart. 

Forbes  Britton  was  ray  truest  and  best  friend.  I  entertained 
for  him  the  strongest  feeling  of  attachment  and  affection.  I 
loved  him  for  liis  manliness,  his  great  social  qualities,  his  noble 
impulses  and  generous  nature.  I  kn^w  I  but  speak  the  senti- 
ment of  every  member,  when  I  eiy  that  he  was  the  general 
favorite  of  this  body.  No  eulogy  that  I  can  })ronounce  would 
£^dd  a  single  wreath  to  his  well  earned  reputation  as  a  soldier, 
patriot  and  citizen.  His  like,  in  all  respects,  we  will  never  see 
agaiu.  His  manly  voice  will  no  more  be  heard  by  his  friends — 
never  again  will  his  earnest  pleading  in  behalf  of  a  suffering 
frontier  be  heard  in  the  e  halls.  Tlie  gallant  soldier,  the  sincere 
friend,  the  brave  kind-hearted  Britton  sleeps  the  sleep  of  deathl 

Mr.  President,  the  soldierly  form  of  noble  Britton,  and  the 
care-worn  body  of  the  patriot  Bogart,  rest  Ixeneath  the  sods  of 
the  valley.  They  were  taken  from  our  midst  at  a  time  when 
tlie  country  most  needed  their  services.  May  I  not  trust  that 
the  deuth  of  those  whom  we  mourn  will  serve  as  an  admonition 
to  each  one  of  us  to  be  })refMired  for  the  dre^id  ordeal  through 
which,  sooner  or  later,  we  must  pass.  May  the  God  of  the  widow 
and  of  the  fatherless,  comfort  the  bereaved  and  afflicted  families 
of  our  deceased  friends  and   vouchsafe  to    them  the  rarest  gifts 
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and  choicest   "blessings  of  Heaven.     I  move  the  adoption  of  the 
resolutions  which  I  send  to  the  Secretary. 

]  Resolved,  That  the  Senate  has  learned  with  profound  re- 
gret, the  death  of  the  Hon.  Sam  Bogart,  a  Representative  from 
the  county  of  Collin,  and  formerly  a  member  of  this  body. 

2.  That  in  the  death  of  Major  Bogart  the  State  has  lost  one 
of  its  most  expcrinced  and  able  public  servants,  and  liis  constit- 
uency a  most  faithful  and  devoted  Representative. 

3.  That  the  members  of  the  Senate  tender  their  sympathies 
to  the  fomily  of  the  deceased  in  their  bereavement  ;  and  that 
as  a  further  mark  of  esteem  for  the  memory  of  tlieir  late  asso- 
ciate, they  will  wear  the  usual  badge  of  mourning  for  thirty 
days. 

4.  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Senate  transmit  a  copy  of  these 
resolutions  to  the  widow  of  the  deceased. 

Mr.  Lett,  in  seconding  the  resolutions,  offered  a  few  brief  and 
appropriate  remarks,  after  which  the  resolutions  were  unanimous- 
ly adopted  and  the  Senate  adjourned  until  Monday  morning  at 
10  o'clock.

Mr.  Walker,  Chairman  of  the  committee  on  Public  Lands,  to 
■whom  was  referred  a  bill  granting  pre-emption  privileges  on  the 
reservation  lands  belonging  to  the  State  of  Texas,  to  certain 
persons  therein  named,  and   the  following  reports: 

A  majority  of  the  committee  have  instructed  me  to  report  the 
bill  back  to  tlie  Senate  and  to  recommend  its  rejection. 

The  undersigned,  a  minority  of  the  Public  Land  committee, 
having  arrived  at  diffierent  conclusions  from  the  miijority  in  re- 
latfon  to  the  bill  granting  pre-emption  privileges  on  the  reserva- 
tion lands  belonging  to  the  State  of  Texas,  to  certain  persons 
tlierein  named,  beg  leave  to  report  tliat  they  are  clearly  of  opin- 
ion that  the  bill  is  meritorious  and  ought  to  jiass  and  become  a. 
law.  The  undersigned  can  see  no  good  reason  for  allowing  pre- 
emption privileges  on  the  other  public  domain  of  the  State,  and 
not  on  the  lands  mentioned  in  the  bill,  but  to  them  very  strong 
and  conclusive  reasons  why  it  should  be  done.  Among  the 
many  good  reasons  that  might  be  adduced  in  favor  of  the  meas- 
ure proposed  by  the  bill.  The  undersigned  will  only  mention 
the  tbilowing,  deeming  them  sufficient  and  conclusive,  to-wit: 
It  would  not  only  enable  many  good  and  industrious  citizens  of 
Texas  to  buy  homes  for  themselves  and  families,  but  it  would, 
t)  some  exfent  at  least,  prevent  the  lands  mentioned  in  the  bill 
from  being  monopolized  by  wealthy  comjianies,  to  the  great  in- 
jury of  the  State,  ayd  contrary  to  the  spirit,  if  not  the  very 
letter,  of  the  Constitution.  The  bill  under  consideration  does 
not  ])ropose  the  donation  of  the  land,  nor  does  it  propose  a  re- 
dud  ion  of  the  price  now  lixed  by  law  on  the  same.  It  only 
])roposes  to  give  a  pre-em])tion  right  to  the  actual  settler  therein 
tor  tho  term  of  three  years  from  the  conuuencement  of  the  set- 
tlement on  the  same,  by  paying  taxes  on  the  same,  and  to  the 
cud  of  said  terra  to  pay   one    d(dlar   and  twenty-five  cents  per 
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acre  for  the  Land.  The  oLjcctions  heretofore  so  forcibly  urged 
against  the  passage  of  donation  and  pre-emption  bills,  that  it 
would  invite  and  induce  Abolitionists  from  the  free  States,  to 
come  and  settle  in  this,  cannot  be  urged  against  the  passage  of 
the  bill  now  under  consideration,  because  no '  one.  not  now  a 
citizen  of  Texas,  can  avail  himself  of  its  benefits,  should  it  be- 
come a  law.  Again,  what  is  known  in  that  region  as  the  sixteeu 
mile  bolt,  passing  through  the  denscl}'  settled  portion  of  Collin, 
Denton,  Tarrant,  Parker  and  other  counties,  there  are  many  sec- 
tions and  fractions  of  sections,  now  held  in  reservation  by  the 
State,  and  in  the  po.ssession  of  settlers  residing  therein,  cultivat- 
ing the  same,  &c.  Many  other  good  and  industrious  citizens  of 
Texas  would  also  settle  on  said  land,  and  make  lasting  and  valu- 
able improvements  thereon,  were  they  authorized  by  law  to  do 
80,  and  thus  not  only  add  to  the  value  of  the  land  and  the 
wealth  ot  the  State,  but  increase  the  revenue  by  paying  taxes 
on  the  land,  as  well  as  their  other  property.  Besides,  the  policy 
proposed  in  the  bill  would  at  once  settle  and  quiet  the  question 
of  title  to  all  the  reservation  lands  occupied  and  settled  upon 
as  aforesaid.  It  would  also  cause  the  country  through  which 
railroads  are  designed  to  be  constructed,  to  be  densely  settled  in 
a  comparatively  short  time,  and  until  the  country  is  thus  settled, 
in  the  opinion  of  the  undersigned,  no  roads  will  ever  be  built,  for 
tliey  are  never  constructed  in  and  through  a  wild  nor  through  a 
Bparcely  settled  country. 

The  undersigned  are  clearly  of  the  opinion,  that  to  defeat  the 
passage  of  the  bill,  would  be  detrimental  to  the  settlement  of 
the  country,  and  injurious  to  the  best  interests  of  the  State. 
Besides,  in  the  opinion  of  the  undersigned,  Texas  should  never 
deny  to  her  own  citizens,  the  privilege  of  settling  upon  and  cul- 
tivating her  ])ublic  domain,  and  especially  when  they  will  have 
to  pay  for  the  same  three  years  after  settlement,  at  one  dollar 
and  twenty-tive  cents  per  acre,  together  with  the  tsixes  on  the 
same.  T\w,  highest  price  asked  tor  any  of  the  lands  of  the 
State.  What  justice  can  be  done  the  Slate,  by  a  law  of  this 
kin<l?  We  answei  none  whatever!  On  the  contrary,  the  best 
interest  of  the  State  will  be  advanced  therclfv.  The  spacely 
populated  portions  of  the  country  will  be  settled  in  a  compara- 
tively short  time.  The  receipts  in  the  Treasury  largely  increased, 
and  portions  of  the  frontier,  now  so  thinly  pojiulated  as  to  be 
able  to  offer  no  resistance  to  the  incursions  of  the  Indians, 
wo\ild  soon  be  in  a  condition  to  protect  themselves.  For  the 
rea.son8  before  given,  the  undersigned   would   most   respectfully 
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ask  the  rejection  of  the  report  of  the  majority,  and  the  passage 
of  the  bill.
